SHOUTING FOR CLEVELAND 


—_—_——___ 
THERE WAS PLENTY OF IT IN 
THE TENNESSEE CONVENTION. 


DELEGATES INSTRUCTED FOR THE TAR- 
IFF REFORMER—RESOLUTION INTRO- 
DUCED DEMANDING THAT THE 
NATIONAL CONVENTION ADMIT ANTI- 
SNAP REPRESENTATIVES OF NEW- 
YORE. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 26.—The Democratio 
State Convention which met here to-day was 
attended by 1,200 delegates. Not in years has 
such a representative gathering assembled, nor 
had so many of the leading Democratic states- 
men and citizens come together on such an oc- 
oasion, 

It was evident that before the assembling of 
the convention that the sentiment was over- 
whelmingly infavor of Mr. Cleveland, and the 
introduction by ex-Gov. James D. A 
Porter of a resolution indorsing his Administra- 
tion and instructing the delegates to vote for 
him as a unit was followed by great applause. 

Mr. Wrenn of Davidson County offered a reso- 
lution declaring it to be the sense of the con- 
vention that Mr. Cleveland is the logical can- 
didate of the party, and ‘should be 
nominated, and that in furtherance of that 
conclusion the convention demands that the 
delegates to be selected at the Syracuse Conven- 
tion, May 31 next, in his behalf be admitted to 
the National Convention as the logical repre- 
sentatives of the New-York Democrats.

The convention, after electing the Hon. W. C. 
Disninkes permanent Chairman and electin 
delegates to Chicago, adjourned until 8 o'’cloc 
to receive the report of the Committee on Plat- 
form. 

The convention unanimously adopted the 
resolutions presented, which also iustructed 
for Cleveland. There was great applause when 
the instructions were given. ‘The delegates 
cheered and waved their hats, and the specta- 
tors joined in the demonstration. 

When order was restored the platform was 
adopted. The plank condemning the Sub-Treas- 
ury and land loan schemes and Governmental 
ownership of ~~ Tees and telegraphs was 
especially applaude 

Following are the leading planks in the plat- 
form: 

“The Democratic Party is the fast friend of the 
farmer and laboring man. We recognize the tact 
that tuey are unjustiy burthened, and we sympathize 
with them in all proper attempts at relief; but we 
regard as impracticable and unconstitutional all 
euch measures as the Sub-Treasury landelown scleme 
and Governmental owuership of railroada.d tcie- 
graph lines. 

“We denounce the course of the last Republican 
Congress, w whose record we call atiention, as 
showing the dangers of Republican rule. 

“ We condemn ite wasteful and corrupt expendit- 
ure of public money, by reasun vi which the appropri- 
ations have not only reached the unparalleled sum of 
$1,000,000,000, or about $8 per annum for every man, 
woman and child in the conntry, but laws have been 
enacted making a satisfactory reduction of expendi- 
tures impossible except | u repeal of those laws, 
which cannot bedone until the Democratic Party 
comes inte full control of the Government. 

We condemn the apne of the McKinley act as a 
base surrender to the greed of tariff-bullt trusis. — 

We condemn its reciprocity poiicy, as @ .emporiz- 
ing scheme, intended to southe the people with a 
measure of partial free trade, delay the downfall of 
monopoly, and throw a sop to New- England. 

We condemn the attempt to pass that monstrous 
and intamous measure known asthe Force bill, by 
which it was sought to rule the people of the south 
by the bayonets of Federal power rather than by 
the ballots of its own citizens.

KENTUCKY’S PLACE IN THE FIGHT. 


THREB OF THE DELEGATES AT LARGE 
ARE FOR CLEVELAND. 


LovuIsvILLE, Ky., May 26.—It was after 2 
o’clock this morning when the Kentucky Demo- 
cratic Convention adjourned. The delegates were 
worn out with their long and boisterous session, 
and rushed the finishing work through. Had it 
not been for this, there would certainly have 
been a kick about the last plank of the plat- 
form, which says the delegates shall go to the 
National Convention uninstructed. 

After Henry Watterson was elected delegate 
at large by acclamation, there was a hard fight 
for the other three places. Gen. John B. Castle- 


man of Louisville, James A. McKenzie of Chris- 
tian County, and W. C. Owens of Scott County 
were clected. 

The resolution demanding a sound and stable 


‘ourrency, composed of or redeemable in gold 


and silver “or i maintained upon a parity of 
Value, was passed unanimously. The couven- 
tion then adjourned. 

According to the Watterson view of the situa- 
tion, Keutucky has taken afront place in the 
fight. The Cleveland men have much to rejoice 
over. Threeof the four delegates chosen from 
the State at large are warm yg of the 
ex-President, and twelve of the twenty-two 
district delegates selected are avowedly for 
him. The delegates go uninstructed to Chi- 
cago, except “to use their best endeavors for 
the success of the Democratic Party and its 
principles.” 

It was the opinion of the strongest support- 
ers of the ox-President that it would be unwise 
to instruct for him. 

The Democracy ef Kentucky believes that 
tariff reform is the one vital issue of the great 
battle to be foughtfrom June until November, 
and it regards Grover Cleveland as the distinct- 
ive embodiment of that issue. 


THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 


GEORGIA MEN HOPE TO USE IT AGAINST 
CLEVELAND. 


ATLANTA, Ga, May 26.—The reliance of the 
anti-Cleveland people hereabouts seems to be in 
the two-thirds rule. It is claimed that, under 
this rule, Mr. Cleveland may be defeated for 
nomination if one delegate short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds should fail to vote for him. 

This reliance upon a technicality comes from 
people who heretofore have been great sticklers 
for governmens by the majority. 

The Journal this evening, commenting upon 
this position, says:

In such a case the convention is not in- 
structed in favor of ony one man, and the two-thirds 
rule is desirable as a cheok upon corrupt bargaining 
or log-rolling.”’ 


HAZZARD IN HARD LUCK. 


SHOWING HOW A PROPHET IS WITH- 
OUT HONOR IN HIS OWN COUNTRY. 


ALBANY, May 26.—Many political pilgrims 
have visited Albany during the past eighteen 
months. They were to be met in the State de- 
partments, in the newspaper offices, and in the 
hotels. Their visiting cards and official note 
paper bore witness to their home standings as 
members of Democratic organizations. They 
were generally ready to give their views of 
Demoeratic policy and prospects as bearing 
upon New-York State from the outside. They 
ever and ahon talked of the greatness of Hill. 

The returns are coming in daily through the 
press dispatches as to the disposal at home of 
these prophets. No one of them is better known 
here than George Hazzard of the far-off State of 
Washington. He was here several times. He 
wanted to know every one in this State and the 
City of Washington. He asked for letters of in- 
troduction to Grover Cleveland, who, he said, 
had refused him an office. 

He knew just what the Northwest Democrac. 
would doin this political year. He profes 
to be one of the spokesmen as to Democratic 
sentiment at the next National Convention. 

A few days ago the press dispatches said that 
Hazzard was defeated at his home in Tacoma 
as a delegate to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion of Washington. Yesterday’s dispatches 
said that Hazzard was refused an election as a 
delegate to Chicago. 

These facts have not surprised Hazzard, for 
he rushed to the telegraph office and senta 
message to Senator Hill that the Washington 
delegation would not act with the Democratic 
delegates from Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa, 
all of which are in the hands of Democratic 
Governors, but would co-operate with the dele- 
gates from New-York, Connecticut, New-Jersey, 
and Indiana in naming a candidate. 

“The Democrats of Washington know the 
difference between a Democrat and a Mag- 
wump,” he telegraphed Hill. 


A MAJORITY FOR CLEVELAND.

BURLEIGH MAKES CHARGES. 


HE THINKS MANLEY AND MILLIKEN DE- 
STROYED HIS CAMPAIGN PAPERS. 


BANGOR, Me., May 26.—A serious charge is 
made in the Third Congressional District by one 
wing of the Republican Party against the other 
wing, which includes several Postmasters. Gov. 
Burleigh is one of the four candidates for the 
Congressional nomination. Joe Manley, Mr. 
Blaine’s friend, is another, and he is the Post- 
master of Augusta. The Postmaster of Water- 
ville is a Milliken man. 

In the Town of Vassalborough, twelve miles 
from Augusta and tive miles from Waterville, 
there were mailed on the 3d, 4th, 5th, and 6th 
of April last eighty sacks of a weekly newspa- 
per, & publication entered as second-class mat- 
ter. On these $40 postage was paid. In the 


eighty sacks were 33,000 papers, wrapped and 
addressed, one to each voter in the district. 

These papers contained an article in the in- 
terest of Gov. Burleigh. The sacks going south 
from Vassalborough went into the —— of- 
fice all right. This much is known. There was 
& paper directed to each voter in Blaine’s home. 
Not one in ten of them has been delivered. 
Five business men doing business in one block 
declare they never saw the paper. Not over 
200 delivered papers can be found in Augusta, 
where 2,000 were sent from a point only twelve 
miles away. Papers going north from Vaseal- 
borough went five miles and into the Water- 
ville office, and here all trace of thousands have 
been lost. 

Burleigh men and detectives have been hunt- 
ing the district, and are satisfied that over forty 
of these sacks of mail have been destroyed in the 
interest of Manley and Milliken. A formal 
complaint and charge will be made against sev- 
eral officiais, and another lot will be printed. 
The Government will be asked to see to it that 
the mails are not looted. As the facts become 
known the indignation grows. 

There is another row. The support of Bur- 
leigh comes from the farmers. Manley has ar- 
ranged matters, and the convention has been 
called for July 6. This is later than ever be- 
fore, as it comes in the height of the haying 
season. Even the former friends of Milliken 
are mad and will urge him to exert his influence 
to make an earlier date. The fight is fast re- 
solving itself into a faction of office holders 
and politicians on the one hand and the farmers 
on the other. Milliken’s strength lessens daily. 





SHIP RAILWAY FOR CANADA. 


—_—__—————_ 
PLANS FOR A ROAD ABLE TO CARRY 
VESSELS OF 5,000 ToONs. 


TORONTO, Ontario, May 26.—Recent action at 
Washington looking toan enlargement of the 
American canalsystem seems to have had the 
effect of urging Canadians to increase their ad- 
vantages in competing for the immense traffic of 
the lakes. A strong company of Canadian cap- 
italists has been formed here to carry out the 
plan of building a big ship railway to connect 
Lakes Huron and Ontario. 

The company has secured the services of.E. 
L. Corthell, a Chicago engineer, well knownin 
connection with the Tehuantepec Ship Railway, 
and he has this week reported favorably on the 
practicability of the proposed raliivvay. The 
route of sixty-six miles from Toronto to Col- 
lingwood on Georgian Bay is, he says, well 
adapted for a railway, affording natural ad- 
Vantages for carrying out the work. He is now 
satistied from his examination of the country, 
Toade this week, that a railway can be con- 
structed for between $15,000,000 and $16,000,- 
000 capable of conveying vessels of 5,000 tons 
between the two lakes. 

He is convinced that the building of the rail- 
Way will compel an enlargement of the St 
Lawrence Canal, and says itis utterly impossi- 
bie to provide ior the vast commerce of the lakes 
by any possible enlargement of the Erig Canal. 
He is equally convinced that the best and 
cheapest course to seaboard is by the St. Law- 
rence route, of which the railway will be an 
essential part. 

Probably the Dominion and Ontario Govern- 
— will grant subsidies to the work, and the 
‘Managing Director of the company will go to 
England to try to raise money there. 


TEST OF THE NEW-YOERK’S ARMOR.

SATISFACTORY TO THE BOARD AND ITS 
ACCEPTANCE RECOMMENDED. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Naval Ordnance 
Bureau has the report of the test of the first 
trial plate of the cruiser New-York, which test 
has just taken place at the proving ground on 
the Potomac. 

A four-inch nickel steel un-Harveyed, me- 
dium carbon plate was used, representing the 
500 tons of side armor whichis to come from 
the Carnegie works for the big vessel. A four- 
inch gun was fired with Carpenter projectiles, 
the velocity being 1,420 feet. Three shots were 
tired. Aliofthe projectiles rebounded, leaving 
no cracks or other signs of weakness in the 
— Each shell, however, penetrated to the

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DANISH ROYAL FESTIVAL 


GOLDEN WEDDING OF KING 
CHRISTIAN AND QUEEN LOUISE. 


COPENHAGEN GAYLY DECKED WITH 
FLAGS AND BUNTING—A NATION’S 
CONGRATULATIONS TO ITS WELL- 
BELOVED S8OVEREIGNS. 


COPENHAGEN, May 26.—Though for several 
days past this city has been en féfe in honor of 
the golden wedding of King Christian and Queen 
Louise, to-day is the actual anniversary of the 
marriage of the King and Queen, and it is being 
observed in a manner that shows how deep the 
love is that is entertained by the Danes for 
their Sovereigns. 

At an early hour this morning all the church 
bells in the city rang out joyous peals in honor 
of the day. Bands were playing in every dl- 
rection, and the scene was one not to be soon 
forgotten. Everywhere the city bore a gala ap- 
pearance and was bright with flags, vari- 
colored bunting, and other handsome decora- 
tions. The streets were densely crowded, and 
in some cases were impassable. 

At an early hour all the chorus societies pro- 
ceeded to the Amalienborg Palace, and, taking 
their positions in front of the building, serenaded 
the King and Queen and their imperial and 
royal guests. King Christian, who was seen 
standing by « window with his guests, stooped, 
and, lifting in his arms his great-grandchild, 
Prince George, infant son of the Crown Prince 
of Greece, stepped out upon the baloony. His 
Majesty thanked the singers for the great 
pleasure they had given bim, and his remarks 
were greeted with thundering cheers from the 
vast throng that had congregated about the 
palace. 

At 10 o’oclock there was a grand procession of 
imperial and royal personages from the palace 
to Christianberg Church, where divine services 
were held. The procession included the King 
and Queen of Denmark, the Czar and Czarina, 
the King and Queen of Greece, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales and their two daughters, 
Princess Victoria and Princess Maud, the Duke 
and Duchess of Cumberland, and a number of 
lesser note. The route to the church was lit- 
erally packed with humanity, and cheer fol- 
lowed cheer until the last member of the party 
disappeared within the church. 

Dozens of magnificent triumphal arches 
spanned the roadway, every one of them a tri- 
umph of the designer’s art. 

The scene in the church was a brilliant one. 
The bright and varied uniforms of the men and 


the superb toilets of the ladies made a picture 
seldom witnessed in this staid old city. 

The service, which was entirely musical, 
lasted an hour. Upon its conclusion the pro- 
cession was re-formed and the Kings and 

ueens, Emperor and pg age Princes and 

rincesses, drove back to the palace. There 
were in the line forty carriages. 

The Czar was attired in the uniform of the 
Danish Life Guards and the King of Greece 
_— the uniform of an Admiral of the Danish 

avy. - 

On the way back from the church the proces- 
sion was halted to receive addresses that were 
presented by various deputations and by the 
municipal authorities. 

King Christian, who was deeply moved by the 
warm words of love and appreciation contained 
in the addresses, made a short speech of thanks 
inreply. In the course of hisirapromptu speech 
he expressed the hope that God would shower 
blessings upop the country and upon Copen- 


hagen, whose people he regarded as his brothers 


and children. 

Athigh noon the King and Queen received 
ben members of the Rigsdag, the entire body. 
with the exception of the Socialists, calling on 
their Majesties to offer their heartiest congratu- 
lations on the festive occasion. 

The Presidents of the Landsthing and the 
Folkething,. tho two houses forming the Rigs- 
dag, delivered congratulatory addresses on be- 
half of the members whom they represented. 
The speakers expressed the hope that the royal 
house of Denmark would continue to develop 
the existing good relations between the Crown 
and the people. 

The King responded to the addresses in a 
feeling manner, returning his warmest thanks 
for the good wishes conveyed to him, and assur- 
ing his hearers that he would do his utmost to 
foster the pleasant relations which existed be- 
tween himself and his people. He then shook 
hands cordially with each Deputy present. 

After the reception the Czar conversed for 
some time with the President of the Landsthing. 

This evening the Crown Prince entertained at 
dinner 100 guests, ineluding royal visitors, 
Cabinet Ministers, and diplomats. In toasting 
the health of his parents the Crown Prince 
made a speech fullof fillal affection and grati- 
tude. The King suitably expressed his thanks. 
After the dinner the party attended a gala per- 
formance at the theatre, where intense enthusi- 
asm was displayed. 

a entry of the King and Queen into the 
royal box was made the oceasion of an enthusi- 
astic demonstration by the large number of 
persons present in the theatre. The whole 
audience rose to their feet an burst 
into a storm of applause, the cheering and 
clapping of hands being almost deafening. The 
demonstration was continued for some time. 
The King and Queen appeared much pleased at 
this manifestation of the people, and showed 
their appreoiation of the affectionate reception 
by repeatedly bowing and smiling. 

When the spplause had subsided, a hymn 
which had been specially composed for the 
occasion was sung With fine effect. The words 
were written by the poet Bergsoe, and the 
wnusic was arranged by Herr Svensden, the con- 
ductor of the theatre orchestra. The audience 
joined in singing the national anthem. 

The performance consisted of the opera “‘ Die 
Hexe,” for the presentation of which on a 
grand scale special arrangements had been 
made. It is estimated that 100,000 persons 
greeted their Majesties In the streets. 

The whole city and all the vessels in the harbor 
were again illuminated thia evening. The dis- 
play on the Czar’s yacht was the most conspicu- 
ous in brilliancy. 

It is ramored that Princess Louise, daughter 
of the Crown Prince. has been betrothed to the 
hereditary Grand Duke William of Luxemburg. 

It is understood that the Czar will return to 
Copenhagen after a short visit to Kiel.

GIOLITT’S MINISTRY SUSTAINED. 


THE GOVERNMENT HAS A MAJORITY IN 
THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES. 


RoME, May 26.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day Signor Giolitti, the Prime Minister, de- 
clared that he would seek every means to effect 
retrenchments in’ the national expenditures. 
He could not insult the country by prom- 
ising that fresh taxation would never™ be 
imposed or to reduce the army, whioh would 
compromise thejfate of the country. 

In regard to foreign affairs he said that a 
Ministry which violated international agree- 
ments would be unworthy of the country and 


would be placed under the ban of civilized Gov- 
ernments. Signor Giolitti further said that he 
would direct his best efforts to a liberal reor- 
ganization of the civil service and to effecting 
social reforms. 

The Primé Minister was frequently inter- 
rupted during the course of his speech by the 
members of the Rightand Extreme Left The 
members of the Centre and the Left warmly ap- 
plauded him. 

After a number of successive motions to ad- 
journ had been offered, and as the disorder in the 
Chamber continued to increase, Premier Giolitti, 
in view of the impatience of the Deputies to 
proceed with the vote on the programme of the 
new Ministry, annottnced his acceptance of the 
motion of Signor Bacelli, a member of the Left, 
that the Chamber, reserving judgment on the 
concrete proposals of the Ministry, pass at once 
to the order of the day. 

In the division which followed the Govern- 
ment obtained a majority, and the fears which 
had been entertained in some quarters that the 
atrong opposition which was developed yester- 
day might resultin the overthrow of the Min- 
istry were thus dispelled. 

Bignor Giolitti obtained a vote of confidence, 
but only by a somewhat close margin, the 
figures being 169 to 160. Thirty-eight mem- 
bers abstained from voting. The opinion pre- 
vails in the lobbies that the divisions which 
were taken in the Chawber to-day have not 
had the efiect of clearing the situation. 

The opposition is expected to renew the de- 
bate and to makean attempt to provoke ap- 
other division. The Popolo Komano says that 
the dissolution of Parliament is inevi table.

THE BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


MR. GLADSTONE FAILS TO GET INFORMA- 
TION REGARDING DISSOLUTION. 


LONDON, May 26.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Sir Thomas H. Esmonde, member for the 
Southern Division of Dublin, asked what por- 
tion of the 260,000 granted by the Govern- 
ment for the purposes of the Royal Commission 
forthe World’s Columbian Exhibition would be 
allotted to Ireland. 

Sir Richard Webster, the Attorney General, 
said that asub-committee had been appointed 
by the commission to promote representation 
at the exhibition from Ireland through the 
Irish Chambers of Commerce, the Corporation of 
Dublin, and the Royal Society of Dublin. No 
portion of the grant, he added, would be 
specially allotted to Ireland. A considerable 
amount would, however, be expended on Irish 
exhibits. ° 

Mr. J. W. Lowther, Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, in reply to a question, 
stated that Brazil continued unwilling to nego- 
tiate a commercial treaty with Great Britain. 

Mr. Thomas Sandys, member for the Booth di- 
vision of Lancashire,asked the Right Hon. Henry 
Matthews, the Home Secretary, if, when the 
United Stutes sent immigrants from any part of 
Europe back on the ground that they were pau- 
per lunatics, the Atlantic steamship companies 
turned them loose on the Liverpool docks, leav- 
ing English ratepayers to maintain pauper 
aliens. 

Mr. Matthews said he doubted the acouracy of 
these allegations. He had no exact information 
inregard tothe matter. A Goverment meas- 
ure, he added, might deal with the grievance 
arising from pauper aliens. 

Mr. Balfour moved the vote on account. 

Mr. Gladstone said that the time was oppor- 
tune to ask the Government its intentions in 
regard to the termination of the session. He 
did not wish toretard business, but the House 
felt that the time was approaching when such a 
declaration of the Government’s intention 
could be reasonably expected. He did not, he 
added, desire to press the Government to name 
&® particular day for the dissolution of the 
House, and declared that he was not so anxious 
for the early arrival of the day as that. An ex- 
plicit statement on the course of the business 
should be made so as to enable the House to 
form ajudgment and make arrangements to 
the advantage of the members, without distino- 
tion of party. [Cries of “‘ Hear!” “ Hear! ’’] 

Mr. Balfour agreed with Mr. Gladstone that 
al appropriate occasion might early be found to 
make the declaration he desired. He must, 
however, defer until a better occasion any 
statement in behalfof the Government regard- 
ing the matter. 

Mr. Henry Labouchére said he did not think 
the House felt much indebted to Mr. Balfour for 
the information he had furnished. (Laughter. ] 


LORD ‘SALISBURY’S PERIL. 


HIS CARRIAGE OVERTURNED BY A COL- 
LISION IN THE STREET. 


LONDON, May 26.—Lord Salisbury, the Prime 
Minister, had a narrow escape from serious in- 
jury or death this afternoon. 

He was proceeding through St. James’s Street, 
when the spinited team of horses attached to his 
carriage took fright at something in the street 
and, taking the bits in their teeth, bolted. The 
coachman made frantic efforts to stop the run- 
aways, but the horses dashed along with fright- 
ful speed, until the carriage oame in collision 
with a team in the middle of the roadway. The 
equipage was instantly overturned. 

A crowd quickly assembled and Lord Salis- 
bury was assisted out of the carriage through a 


window. He was severely shaken up, but was 
quite cool. in response to anxious inquiries 
trom the bystanders, he declared that he was 
hurt in no way. 

‘The coachman was thrown heavily from the 
box and sustained severe injuries. ord Salis- 
bury appeared to be more concerned about him 
than about himself. He asked after him re- 
peatedly. and after giving directions as to his 
proper attendance, a cab was called and Lord 
Salisbury proceeded to his destination. ‘he 
carriage was completely wrecked.

MUCH FRUIT DAMAGED. 


EFFECT OF A RAIN AND HAIL STORM IN 
SOUTHERN ENGLAND. 


LONDON, May 26.—The fruit crops in the 
South of England have been greatly damaged, 
if not destroyed, by a terrific storm that passed 
over that section. 

The rain fell in torrents, and was accompanied 
by one of the worst hailstorms ever seen in that 
part of the country. Many fruit trees were in 
bloom, and the hailstones, thousands of which 
were a8 large as bantams’ eggs, thrashed off 
the blossoms and tore the leaves to shreds. 

In many cases large strawberry beds were 
completely ruined, the heavy rains washing the 
earth away from the roots, while the hailstones 
cut them to pieces. 

MADRID, May 26.—Terrific thunder and hail 
storms are reported from various places in this 
country, and grave fears are entertained that 
disastrous floods will result. Great damage has 


been inflictedin vineyards, and the loss in this 
direction will be very heavy.

Lassimonne by Mme. Reymond last Saturday 
night, the husband of the latter disappeared, 
and in spite of the search made for him by the 
police no trace of his whereabouts conla be 
found. It was the general belief of M. Rey- 
mond’s friends that he had made away with 
himself, and the police were gradually coming 
to believe in this theory. 

It has transpired, however, that immediately 
after the tragedy he went to the home of his 
mother, where he remained in seclusion until 
yesterday. The police had made inquiries at 
the house of the elder Mme. Reymond, but had 
accepted her assurances that she had not seen 
her son for several days. 

Yesterday M. Reymond went before a magis- 
trate and narrated all the incidents of the trag- 
ody.

PRAISE FOR DR. PARKHURST 


HIS COURSE INDORSED AT A 
GREAT MASS MEETING. 


PROFESSIONAL AND BUSINESS MEN 
CROWD COOPER UNION TO SUPPORT 
THE MOVEMENT AGAINST VICE— 
EARNEST SPEECHES MADE. 


If numbers count for anything, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Parkhurst has won a great foilow- 
ing in his crusade against vice and its protec- 
tion by officials. As many persons as could 
crowd their way into the big hall of the Cooper 
Union did so last evening at the mass meeting 
called by the Sooiety for the Prevention of 
Crime, of which the minister is President 
More than a thousand persons had to go away, 
not being able to get inside the doors. 

It was notonly a great meeting in numbers, 
but in the character of the crowd. The plat- 
form and front seats were filled by profes- 
sional and business men known inthe com- 
munity, most of them being among the Vice 
Presidents who had signed the call for the 
meeting. Women formed about one-third of 
the crowd. Men and women whose dress and 
appearance showed that they belonged to the 
working classes predominated in the seats that 
were not reserved. 

The speechmaking was largely confined to 
praise for Dr. Parkhurst and thé courage he 
had displayed in his fight against evil. The city 
officials, especially the police, and more espe- 
cially Superintendent Byrnes, came in for a 
large share of criticism. Mr. Byrnes divided 
the attention of the speakers, however, 
8ome praising him, while others, notably 
Dr. Parkhurst, declared that whatever his good 
intentions might be he had reached the end of 
his tether, and no aid could be looked for from 
him so long as he was governed by the existing 
local powers. 

The meeting was called to order by the Rev. 
J. N. Hallock, Chairman of the Committee on 
Meetings and Publication of the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime. He said that public sen- 
timent, as expressed by thousands of postal 
cards and letters, had demanded a mass meet- 
ing to voice its sympathy with Dr, Parkharst in 
his crusade against vice. Dr. Parkhurst re- 
fused to listen to such a proposition. Public 
clamor for a meeting continued, however, until 
the society had been forced to yield, and witk 
almost physical arguments had convinced Dr. 
Parkhurst that he must be present. 

Asasample of the thousands of letters the 
society had received, the speaker read one, 
which said: 


“T am glad to see that you have finally consented 
to calla public mass meeting. It is high time If 
you had waited longer, the mass meeting would have 
called you. We, the sovereign people, want a chance 
to say to Dr. Parkhurst, in the words of the immor- 
tal Davy Crockett: We are ‘sure you are right. 
Then go ahead!’” 


The speaker named ex-Judge William H. Ar- 
noux as Chairman of the meeting. After the 
applause that greeted his name had ceased, ex- 
Judge Arnoux said in part: 


“This society was founded about 1877 by that fear- 
less citizen of New-York, the Rev. Dr. Howard 
Crosby, and throughout his lifetime it was a terror 
to evildoers. Upon hisdeath the society was in 
doubt as to who should be his successor. hder the 
direction of Providence the mantle of Elijah hag 
fallen upon Elisha. 

“* Ajax defying the lightning was the ancient em- 
bodiment ofthe highest type of bravery, but our 
modern Ajax, in Loe courageous and bold enough 
to stand forward and defy the uncontrolled wrath of 
the horde of doers and official abettors of crime, isa 
figure of the modern day far more heroic than the 
Ajax of the ancients.” 


The ex-Judge spoke of the attempted 
“ whitewashing’” of the officials by the Grand 
Jury, and told how Dr. Parkhurst had pre- 
sented the proofs of what he had alleged with 
such crushing forsee as grandly to vindicate 
himself. Speaking of the elevation of Chief 
Inspector Byrnes to the Superintendency of 
Police, Judge Arnoux said: 


“He has achieved a reputation as head of the 
detective service superior to any man living. He 
has great opportunities, and he has already sup- 
ported and indursed Dr. Parkhurst by an array of 
tacts that can never be equaled or gainsaid. He has 
proved the existence of the evil complained of, and 
that the police are able to cope with and suppress it. 

“I believe in Byrnes, first, because Judge Smyth is 
one of his supporters, and, secondly, for the auger 
holes that have been drilled in the side doors of the 
saloons. This has never been done before in all the 
contests of men with righteousness, and it satisfies 
me that the saloons know that he is in dead earnest. 
He must be upheld and enconraged by all ee oiti- 
=e so long as he brings forth fruit meet for appro- 

ation.” 


In conclusion ex-Judge Arnoux said many 
persons labored under the false impression that 
Dr. Parkburst had entered upon a crusade 
against specific houses of criminal character. 
His gun was leveled, however, at higher aims. 
He was seeking to make the police do their duty, 
and their whole duty, or stand before the world 
convicted of the presentment of the March 
Grand Jury. There could be no better work fer 


men and women to joinin than in upholding the 
hands of Dr. Parkhurst in his struggle with the 
intrenched powers of crime. 

The Rev. Mr. Hallock displayed over 200 let- 
ters he had received from prominent men in the 
city commending the work of Dr. Parkhurst, 
The Rev. Dr. ©. D’W. Bridgman, in regretting 
his inability to be present, wrote: 

“Dr. Parkhurst has not made an extravagant de- 
mand of those in ae: He has asked nothing 
more of them than what their positions require—the 
faithful execution of the laws which they have been 
sworn to administer. 

“It is not strange that those who owe their official 
dignity to the favor of the saloon keepers should re- 
sent his demand and shed hypocritical tears because 
he is not their ideal of a minister of religion, but it 
would be unaccountably strange if the thoughtful, 

atriotic men of New-York should fail to pe ny 

is high purpose, his courage, the spirit of seli-sac. 
rifice he has shown in what he has done, or refuse ta 
oin him in a united, determined, persistent en. 
eavor to deliver the gity fromm those who seek more 
the patronage of the vicious than the favor and 
approval of those who have ita best interest at 
heart.’ 


Chancellor MacCracken wrote: 


“Dr. Parkhurst has undertaken a work that was 
forced upon him. He has set aboutitin the sptrit 
with which in 1861 our best men wept'to the ifont. 
The least that we can do is tosustain him. The 
present task is not to criticise the laws, but to en- 
force them. Our State has this year again decided 
that the running of saloons upon Sunday muetde 
counted acrime. We must be loyal to this law, alse 
For myself, I want the law to stand, and I believe 
that the wives and mothers of this city want it te 
stand.” 


Ex-Mayor Abram 8. Howitt sent this letter: 


“T have already es to you that it will not be 
possible for me to attend the meeting on Thursday 
night, but the movement has my full sympathy. [ 
intended to have written a letter giving the resulta 
of my experience in trying to enforce the laws while 
I was Mayor, and .at some later date I hope to be 
ableto perform this duty. Unfortunately, for do- 
mestic reasons, [am not ableto give any attention 
to the matterjustnow, ana [ this note to ex- 

Jain the cause of my silence, whioh otherwise mixht 
© interpreted as due to indifference. 

“ Dr. Parkhurst bas performed’a great pubiic serv- 
ice, but I do not think that he has probed the matter 
to the bottom or reached the true remedy for the 
evils which exist. The enforcement of the law is a 
duty which cannot be disputed, but if the law itself 
offends the public sense of right, it cannot be suc- 
cesasfully,or permanently enforced, and it is upon 
this fact that Tammany Hall bases its policy and 
secures its control of municipal affairs. True states- 
manship looking toreform must therefore deal with 
existing conditions and modify them so aa to secure 
the support of the powerful agencies which are now 
used by Tammany tiall to strengthen its hold on the 
City Government.” 


After the reading of the lefters Mr. Hallock 
announced that the aall for the meeting had 
been personally signed by over 1,000 New-York 
men, among them being the following, who 
acted as Vice Presider®:

We, citizens of New-York, assembled at Cooper 
Union Hail May 26, 1892, at the invitation of the 
society for the Prevention of Crime to consider the 
subject of crime and its ollicial toleration, do adopt 
the following resolutions: 

siret—We cordially thank the Rev. Charles H. 
Parkhurst, President of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime, for his courageous and self-sacrificiug 
staud in calling public attention to protected crime, 
and for his patriotic endeavor to enlist our citizens 
in the work of puritying their own dity, and we 
pledge our sympathy and support to him and to that 
society in the great work which they have under. 
taken. We reeognizein Dr. Parkhurst qualities of 
heroism and persistency which endear him to us. 

Second—We thank the Grand Jary of March, 
1892, for the promptness and fidelity with which it 
sn Vestigated the subject as presented by Dr. Park- 
hurst and the society, and for its now famous pre- 
sentiment. 

Titra—We demandthe prompt enforcement by 
the District Attorney and the Police Department 
and by allother departments and officials of our 
Government of all laws for the prevention of vice, 

fourth—We invoke such action by those who are 
hereto empowered as wiil destroy the present sys- 
tem of official toleration and nay see of vice and 
orime, and will bring to speedy justice such officials, 
particalariy, as fail to discharge their duties because 
of complicity with evildoers. 

Fiyth—We demand prompt and vigorous procedure 
by the District Attorney and others who have author- 
ity against all property owners and agents who ict 
houses for illegal purposes. Let the axe fall on those 
who reap golden harvests from vice, whether they 
be officials, real estate owners, or agents. 

Sizih—We demand that the Police Department pro- 
ceed at once and vigorously against the proprietors 
and owners of gambling and disorderly houses as re 
quired by Sections 282 and 285 of the Consolidation 
act, (vide the Grand Jury’s presentment.) 

Seventh—For the present condition of protected 
crime we hold respousible not only the: owners of 
property and police officials, but also those men 
and newspapers who make common cause with 
criminals. Most especially we hold responsible those 
men who are in political control of our Government 
and who could the an ely grant the reforms 
that are so greatly needed. @ pledge to each 

ther our best eflorts to compel those in authority to 
onestiy and earnestly enforce the criminal laws. 

Ex-Judge Noah Davis was then introduced 
and eaid: 

“ We have some men, and some men of the cloth, 
who tell us that Dr. Parkhurst should not have de- 
veloped the foulnmess he has broughtto light. They 
tellusitisthe duty of a preacher to spend all his 
time trying to make some atonement for the ein of 
Adam. ‘They forget all about all the Adams of to- 
day. 

a rne eourse that Dr. Parkhurst took when he was 
taunted by newspapers and the Grand Jury for 
making charges of protected crime and vice which 
he had no personal knowledge to support was a 
noble one and @ natural one. Loathsome as the duty 
was, he went outand put himself in possession of 
the knowledge. The resuit of his work, we hope, 
will be that vice will be largely wiped out in this 
city, and that official corruption, walking the streets 
in allthe glory of brass buttons, will not be toler- 
ated.” 

Rabbi F. De Sola Mendes, who spoke for the 
Hebrews of the city, said: 

“The police do nothing because they believe they 
can do nothing under existing conditions. I don’t 
think so. When we see the effectiveness of the 

ice in all other lines can we help wondering why 

t is that they are so inefieviive in o ing these 
special vices? itis not merely money bribes that 
holds their hands. It is politics. 

“ Now politics is a good word. Whatis the matter 
with our politics that they stand as an excuse for 
these special vices? The matter is that at the bot- 
tom of our politics you will find that greatest curse 
of America—the liquor interest. Wipe out the liquor 
interest and you will wipe out the disorderly 
houses.” t

After Dr. Parkhurst had finished, the crowd 
called for the Rev. Thomas Dixon. Mr. Dixon 
merely thanked his audience for its recogni- 
tion, and said he was heartily with Dr. Park- 
hurst in his work.

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AGAIN PROF. BRIGGS LOSES 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY ENTERTAINS 
THER APPEAL, 


ARGUMENTS BY DR. BIRCH, PROF. 
BRIGGS. AND COI. M’COOK—DISPUTE 
OVER THE RECORDS—JUDGES’ VIEWS 
OF THE CASE, 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 26.—A day and a night 
have been consumed by the Briggs case and the 
end is notin sight. The appeal of the prosecu- 
tion committee has been entertained and the 
General Assembly has set for itself the task for 
to-morrow of hearing the appeal, as it shajl be 
presented by the appellants, the committee of 
prosecution in the case, the appellee, Dr. Briggs, 
the members of the judicatory appealed from, 
the Presbytery of New-York, and the momibers 
of the assembly. 

The vista of possibilities in the case is too long 
to be followed out in detail here. Only one 
thing will act as a bar to an indefinite continua- 
tion of the reading, and that is a growing desire 
for the close of the case, a desire which became 
evident in a vote to cancel the acceptance of an 
invitation to go on an excursion to Astoria on 
Saturday. 

The spirit of the assembly was made evident 
this afternoon whea the question in debate was 
whether the stenographio records of the pro- 
ceedings were to be regarded as a part of the 
records of the court. It was hotly contested, 
but aftera long debate the assembly decided 
affirmatively in the face of the fact that the 
records in question had never been read or ap- 
proved by the Presbytery, and in opposition to 
the opinion of three Superior Court Judges. A 
protest was entered against this decision by one 
of the Judges mentioned on the ground that 
thereby the constitutional rights of the de- 
fendant were invaded. 

It was the first cloudy day since the General 
Assembly convened, and it was the day for the 
hearing of the parties in the case of the appeal 
of the prosecuting committee against the action 
ofthe Presbytery of New-York in dismissing 
the charges and specific actions in the heresy 
trial of Dr. Briggs. 

An audience which taxed the capacity of the 
large church where the Assembly is sitting was 
present. The order was for an opening address 
for the appellants, a reply by Dr. Briggs, the 
appellee, and a rebuttal by the prosecution, each 
party being limited to ninety minutes. 

Devotional exercises were conducted as 
usual, Mr. Bolton of Philadelphia officiating. 
The reading and approval of minutes and the 
giving of notices consumed more time, so that 
it was getting late when the Moderator read 
from the Book of Discipline, calling attention 
to the solemn business of the.assembly as a 
court of Jesus Christ, enjoining duc delibera- 
tion, and warning speakers that they must not 
refer in any way to the merits of the case, as it 
was to be an entirely constitutional argument. 
Dr. Birch, for the appellants, then took the 
floor to speak on bebalf of himself and col- 
leagues. 

In his address Dr, Birch gave some reasons 
why the appellants have overleaped the Synod 
of New-York. This course is based upon the 
provisions of Section 102 of the Book of Disci- 
pline, that appeals shall generally be taken to the 
next Superior Judiciary, It is argued, first, that 
this course of procedure is a constitutional form 
of government. 

Chapter 12, Sections 4 and 5, states that the 
General Assémbly shall receive and issue all 
appeals and shall have the power of deciding in 
all controversies respecting doctrine and disci- 
pline. While the proses as gone aronnd 
ordinary procedure, it has acted in a constitu- 
tional and regular manner. 

Second—The question is one of intense im- 
portance. 

Third—The case involves doctrines which are 
fundamental to the Church, and of greater im- 
portance than any other guestion which has 
ever agitated it—the historic controversies have 
concerned the relations of Gentile Christians 
to Hebrews, the doctrine of the Trinity, and of 
justification by faith. 

Fourth—A great question is now to be settled. 
The plea of appellants is enforced by Presby- 
teries bere represented, which have spoken to a 
number of more than fourscore in trumpet 
tones in ge sa to the views referred to. 

Fifth—The Presbytery of New-York com- 
mitted errorsin its administration of law and 
compelled the committee to appeal. 

Sizth—If the prosecutor were an individual 
some show of reason might be presented why 
regular procedure should be followed, but the 
appellant is the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America. 

“By implication,” said Dr. Birch, “ faithless- 
ness to ordination vows was alleged. In the 
name of the Church and with abundant prece- 
dent, inthe name of the administration of the 
law, your appellants respectfully and earnestly 
_* e General Assembly to entertain our ap- 

eal.”

“These reasons cannot be entertained without 
prejudicing the case. The defendant claims that

Again and in he 
hes affirmed his adherence to the Confession 
and the Holy Scriptures, He is entitled to 
the presumption of ocence until he is proved 
guilty after trial.

JUDGE DUGRO AND TILLY HAYNES 
FIND OUT WHAT IT AMOUNTS TO. 


Judge Dugro is undergoing an experience 
with that redoubtable organization known as 
the Board of Walking Delegates. The Judge is 
erecting the Hotel Savoy at Fifty-ninth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. Some time ago he let a con- 
tract to J. 8. Conover & Co. for twenty-tive onyx 
mantels. These mantels were delivered and 


set, and the Judge felt very proud of them until 
he was visited by a delegation from the, Board 
of Delegates. 

This delegation informed Judge Dugro that 
they had just learned that Conover & Co. had 
purchased the mantels from a non-union firm of 
marble workers. Judge Dugro replied that he 
was very sorry, but he didn’t see what he could 
Ge apees it now that they were all in place and 
PD or. 

The labor men said they would have to calls 
strike of al] the workmen on the building. 

This meant weeks and perhaps months of de- 
lay, and, to avoid this, the Judge asked what he 


could do. 

The Board of Walking Delegates decided that 
ifthe Judge would have the mantels taken 
down and roughed up, and then repolished and 
reset by union workmen he might be permitted 
to proceed with the rest of his building. Judge 
Dugro assented to this, and the union men 
promptly pulled down the obnoxious mantels 
and went to work on them. 

About the same time it was discovered by the 
board that they had been outraged by the Jud 
in another direction. The dining room ofthe 
Savoy was paneled in polished satinwood, in- 
laid with mother of pearl and brass. The job 
had been done by Herter Brothers, whose oabi- 
netmakers have been on strike for two months 
for the eight-hour work day. 

The Board of Walking Delegates concluded 
that it would be well for Judge Dugro to have 
the finish rubbed off of the satinwood, in order 
thatit might be repolished by union cabinet- 
makers. If this was not done they said they 
would “‘ take out every union man on the work.” 

Yesterday Judge Dugro stated that the satin- 
wood would be scra: and repolished accord- 
ing to orders. 

A very muc& similar demand has been levied 
on Tilly Haynes, who has ieased the Grand 
Central Hotel. Mr. Haynes is refitting the 
hotel, and until yesterday he hada force of 
about 120 carpenters, plumbers, and other me- 
chanics at work. 

The new propetesor intended to relay the ves- 
tibule in marble tiles. He bought $7,000 worth 
of tiles from Hall & Co., a Boston firm. When 
the tiles arrived in this city the union marble 
workers who were to lay them declined to touch 
the job, on the ground that Hall & Co. was a 
non-union firm. 

In order to prevent a general strike of his 
workmen, Mr. Haynes carted the objection- 
able tiles away to a storehouse. After this mat- 
tera moved alon papoothly until yesterday 
‘when the Board of Walking Delegates swooped 
down on the Grand Centra 
of the men employed there. 

Superintendent Wilson was told that it was 
be e of the tiles, 

**But we haven't asked any one to lay the 
tiles,” said Mr. Wilson. “ They are not here at 
all ’ ‘ 


He was toldthe board didn’t intend to be 
fooled. They knew he intended to finish the re- 
fitting with union workmen, and after it was all 
done he would lay the blacklisted tiles with 
non-union labor. 

nee | Wilson protested, but it made 
no difference—the workmen were all oarried 
out with the exception of the cenpepstns, Del- 
egate Hennessy, who represents this industry 
on the board, said he didn’t see his way clear to 
ordering his men out, as the non-union tiles 
were not 6ven on the premises. The carpenters, 
therefore, went back to work.

Fully 10,000 people. and possibly more, were at 
the race course of the Brooklyn Jockey Club yester- 
day afternoon, thé attractions that drew them there 
being the running of the Brooklyn Cup race and the 
race for the Great American Stakes, the latter the 
first of the rich stakes for two-year-olds that are an- 
nually run, and one that hasa guaranteed value of 
$20,000. 

The race for the Brooklyn Cup, at a mile and a 
half, proved to be nothing but a walk-over for Long- 
street, as none of the horses entered would try to 
give him battle for the stakes. His very degenerate 
fnli brother Longford did run over the track at the 
same time that Longstreet did, in order to get the 
$500 offered for second money, which his owner had 
&@ perfectrizhttodo. But Longford was sent over 
the course in such a fashion that it got the lad that 
rode him, Hayden, and the owner, J. B. Collins, into 
trouble. There was no attempt made even to force 
Longford into a gallop, and after the queer 
showing judges called the owner and 
the jockey nd out what it all meant, 
F} ey couldn’t find out that there had been anything 

one that was absolutely wrong, beth of the parties 
asserting that they believed they had aright to 
do what they did in order to get the second money. 
Then the matter was turned over to the Board of 


Control to pass upon atites leisure. That is proba- 
bly the last that will be heard of the affair.

The Great American Stakes proved to be consider- 
able of a disappointment, as most of the events of 
this kind do. People had gone tothe track with their 


eppettpes whetted for a battle between the two,colts 
that have been supposed to be the two best of the 
year, Don Alonzo aud Ajax. Instead they saw the 
pepe fallto& colt that they had not considered as 
eing in the race, Sir Walter, who was backed by 
the betting people principally because Garrison had 
the mount. 
en, too, every one, became thoroughly tired out 
by the delay of over an hour at the post, which made 
the affair tedious to a degree. There was alsoa 
slight accident at the post, which added to the delay, 
though it amounted to very little, In oneof the false 
brea. Littlefield, whojhad the mount on the Morris 
filly, Minnehaha, was thrown over the head of the 
filly, as she stumbled when Littlefield tried to got 
her to go up and join the horses in the rank in front 
of her. Littletield was dragged some distance by the 
a oy 4 filly and was picked up insensible and 
with his face covered with blood. e was taken to 
the stables near by and Mike Bergen was substi- 
tuted in the saddle for him. Littlefield was unin- 
jured, the blood that covered him and made him look 
as if he waa badly hurt all coming from the nose and 
from the mouth, where a bit of the lip had been torn. 
The jookey will be all right to-day. 

Before this accident the filly had worn herself out 
pretty well by breaking away in front of the party in 
several false starts, ranning about an eighth of a 
mile each time. She did the same thing after the new 
rider was eettled in the saddle, and the result of all 
this was that she played no important part in the 
race when it wasrun. After the hour of delay Mr. 
Rowe anally get the horses off in a fairly good 
bunch, with Don Alonzo, Ajax, the Jennie Keene 
colt, and Restraint in the front rank, and Morello in 
the rear, The latter did not stay long in the rear, 
but he was so slow to get in motion that he never 
had a chance in the contest, and was in the ruck 
at the end of the journey. Doggett, who had the 
mount on Don Alonzo 1 lace of Murphy, because 
the latter is so slow in getting away in the two-year. 
old races, sent the horse to the front and made all 
the running to the head of the stretch, closely at- 
tended by Ajax, Restraint, Hammie, and Sir Walter, 
whioh latter Garrison had taken into good position 
as s00n as he could get the colt well under way: 

Just asthe horses were turning into the stretch, 
and just atithe pens where it was expected that Ajax 
would show at his best, the colt faltered as if he had 
atumbled or been hit, and he fell back to seventh 

lace, Hammie getting the good position that Col, 
Doppert's representative had. Bergen got Ajax to 
going again in an instgnt, but that falter had dis- 
poa of his chances inthe contest, for both Don 
Alonzo and Sit Walter had gota couple of lengtha’ 
advantage, andin Sucha race as that was, only five 
furlongs, such a gain was too great to be overcome. 
The result was that Don Alonzo and Sir Walter had 
a chance to fight it out tothe finish, and the latter 
won, more because of Garrison’s riding than be- 
cause he was — better horse. Don Alonzo 
was not beaten a length, but he was all out 
under Doggett’s riding, while Sir Walter had a bit 
left in him, if it h en necessary to get it ont. 
But Garrison eas the colt a triflé when he saw 
that he had the race safe. oy was third, two 
lengths further back, and a couple of lengths behind 
him was Hammie, wearing the white jacket of M. F. 


Dwyer. 

he victory was nota popular one, for none of the 
colts that had been backed heavily were the leaders 
across the wire. It can hardly be called a true-run 
race because of the exasperating and wearing delay 
at the post. The time announced, 2:014, was the 
time from the fall of the timer’s flag, but jt was not 
the time of the race, because the flag did not fall 
until several of the horses had 1 assed the post, the 
handler of the timer’s flag evidently not thinking 
that it was a start. A number of expert timers 
among the trainers made the time 1:03%, and that 
is probably correct. 

After the race Dr. H. G. Knapp, who is the owner 
of the Oneck Stable, handed Garrison $2,000 in cash 
as his pay for ae the colt to victory, and Garrison 
was about as delighted ag if the race was the first 
winning mount he had ever had in his life.

Eleven sprinters opened the day’s sport in a dash 
of six furlongs, for which Busteed, with Garrison in 
the saddle, was made the favorite. But the best 
that he could do was to finish in fourth place, as the 

ace became a bit too fast at the end of the run. So 
Bellevne won the dash, Trinity with top weight, 130 

ounds, running second, and Onward, who had with 
Pals Tian made the pace into the stretoh, running 
third.

A NEW STYLE OF DIVIDING PURSES AT 
THE HARRISBURG SHOOT. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., May 26.—The third annnal 
Spring tournament of the Harrisburg Shooting. As- 
sociation opened here to-day with a very fair attend. 
ance of shooters from various localities. Among the 
number were William R. Hobart of New-York, E. H. 
Kniskern of Wilkesbarre, N. A. Hughes of Will- 
famsport, Frank Mason of the American Fteld, 
New-York; F. C. W. Matz and James E. Schmeck of 
Reading, G. W. Haddox, J. P. Haddox, and H. W.

THEY ATTACKED SEVERAL TOWNS, BUT 
WERE REPULSED WITH LO8S. 


PuHenrx, Arizona, May 26.—A telegram from 
Guaymas, Mexico, says that on the 15th inst. 200 
Wayo Indians rose in rebellion and attacked 
the Towns of Naojoa and Sanigracio, in the 
Mayo River District, Alamas. They marched 
against the Town of San Pedro, but failed to 
attack it. The Mayor of Naojoa was killed and 
the principal places of business were sacked. 

At Sanignacio the Chief of Police and his 
brother were killed. Several inhabitants were 
severely wounded. The inhabitants of the town 


bravely rallied, repuleing the Indians, killing 
fourteen. 

Gov. Torres was notified immediately, and the 
State troops were sent ia conjunction with the 
Feceral soldiers to pursue the insurgents. 

The Federal troops, consisting of a portion of 
the Twenty-fourth Battalionand the Eleventh 
Regiment, commanded in person by Gen. Ban- 
dala, commander of the department, and Gen. 
Otero, chief of the Mayo section, intend to 
make a vigorous campaign against the Indians.

The Mayo Indians heretofore have been peace- 
able, and the uprising is a great surprise. It is 
feared they have made an alliance With the 
Yaquis, who are concentrating all their forces 
for the prolonged fight. Unless the Mayos lay 
down arms on the approach of the troops a de- 
cree of extermination will be promulgated 
against them the same as the Yaquis. 

The same advice says at a recent engagement 
with the Yaquis near Los Pilares, Chicohuilo, 
Yaqui, the chief, was killed and two of his ohil- 
dren were captured. 


Measles on Shipboard, 

The Fabre Line steamship Alesia, which yes- 
terday arrived from Mediterranean ports, had 
four deaths on board during the voyage. Three 
infants died of measles and one adult of inan- 
ity. All four were steerage passengers. Twenty 
other cases of measles were discovered on 
board when the vessel reached Quarantine. 
The Health Officer ordered her detention. 

The Alesia belongs to the same line as the 
Massilia, which recently brought so many 
typhus fever cases to this port.

TWO BIG LOCOMOTIVES. 

SOHENECTADY, May 26.—I'wo enormous engines, 
designed to beof extraordinary speed and power, 
are nearly finished atthe Schenectady Locomotive 
Works.

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RECIPROCITY WITH AUSTRIA, 














PRESIDENT HARRISON ANNOUNCES THE 
COMPLETION OF THE TREATY. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—The President issued 
the following proclamation this afternoon: 


Whereas, Pursuant to Section 3 of the act of Cone 
gress approved Oct. 1, 1890, entitled “An act to 
reduce the revenue and equalize duties on imports 
and for other purposes,” the attention of the Gov- 
ernment of Austria-Hungary was called to the ao. 
tion of the Congress of the United States of America, 
with a view to secure reciprocal trade, in declaring 
the articles enumerated in said Section to be ex- 
empt from duty upon their importation into the 
United States of America. 

And whereas the Minister Plenipotentiary of Aus. 
tria-Hungary at Washington has communicated to 
the Secretary of State the fact that, in view of the 
act of Congress above cited, the Government of Aus- 
tria-Hungary has, by due legal enactment, anthor- 
ized the admission from and after May 35, 1892, 
into Austria-Hungary of all the articles or merchan.« 
dise, the productof the United States of America, 
named in the commercial treaties which Austria. 
Hungary has celebrated with Germany and othes 
nations On the terms stated in said treaties; 

And whereas the Secretary of State has by my 
direction given assurance to the Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of Austria-Hungary at Washington that 
this action of the Government of Austria-Hungary 
in granting exemption of duties to the products and 
manufactures of the United States of America on 
their importation into Austria-Hungary is accepted 
as a due reciprocity for the action of Congress as set 
forth in Section 3 of said act; 


Harrison, President of the United States of America, 
have caused the above stated moditications of the 
taritf laws of Austria-Hungary to be made public for 
the information of the citizens of the Unived States 
of America. 

In teatimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
a and caused the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, this twenty- 
sixth day of May, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-two, and of the Independence of the United 
States of America the one hundred and sixteenth.

The Senate has taken Mr. STrEwaRT’s 
Free Coinage bill from the calendar, and 
it will now hold its place as unfinished 
business untilitis either passed, rejected, 
or laid aside by a ditect vote in favor of 
giving precedence to some other measure. 
The vote by which the bill was taken up 
was 28 to 20, a very light vote, only three 
more than a quorum of the Senate being 
present. It is, of course, quite possible 
that it may be reversed within twenty-four 
hours, but it is probable that the bill 
will be kept before the Senate for some 
days, long enough to havea pretty thor- 
ough debate. Of the twenty-eight Sen- 
ators who voted to take up the Dill 
there were ten Republicans and two Farm- 
ers’ Alliance men from Republican States. 
They were the following: Messrs. ALLEN, 
Washington; Jonxs and Srewankt, Nevada; 
MrTcHELL, Oregon; Pappock and Sanp- 
ERS, Nebraska; Powrr, Montana; SHOUP, 
Idaho; STANFORD, California, and TELLER, 
Nevada, Republicans; with Messrs. KyYLxz 
of South Dakota and PerrerR of Kansas, 
Alliance Senators. Thus it will be seen 
that on this question the defection in the 
Republic&n ranks is very serious. 


It isa very curious charge that Gov. Bur- 
LEIGH of Maine is making against “ Joz”’ 
MANLEY, the Postmaster at Augusta, and 
against a supporter of Congressman MILLI- 
KEN, who is the Postmaster at Waterville. 
BurRLeiGgH, MaNiLrey, and MILLIKEN are 
rival candidates for the Congressional 
nomination in the Third District of Maine, 
and BURLEIGH claims that his efforts to cir- 
culate newspaper in his own interest in 
this district have been obstructed by these 
two Postmasters. Thousands of copies, it is 
alleged, got as far as the Pust Offices in 
Augusta and Waterville and there disap- 
peared, very few of them reaching the per- 
sons to whom they were addressed. Bur- 
LEIGH is said to have the support of the 
farmers, and MaNLEY has contrived to have 
the district convention called in the midst 
of “haying time.” That is a common sort 
of trick, of which he may be readily sup- 
posed to be capable, but one would scarce- 
ly believe that even a Republican Post- 
master in Maine would rob the mails or 
confiscate documents as a means of hinder- 
ing his” yal’s canvass. 











Deciazations by State Conventions in 
favor of the “free and unlimited coinage 
ofsilver” have been confined thus far to 
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da, Colorado, Montana, and Idaho, all of 
whose Electoral votes are leas than those of 
one good-sized Eastern State, and they are 
made indiscriminately by both political 
parties, which goes to show how far local 
self-interest determines what men think 
to be their principles. Many of those 
whose opinions are thus swayed by 
what are or what are supposed to be 
their pecuniary interests are quite honest 
and sincere. They are really persuaded 
that their interests and those of the coun- 
try at large are identical, for people are 
easily convinced of what they wish to be- 
lieve. And, by the way, the Democratic 
delegates from Colorado are among the few 
that still favor Hrixz. So much he has 
gained by his evasion and dodging on the 
silver question, but any gain from such a 
source would mean a much larger loss in 
the States where enlightened and con- 
servative sentiment prevails on financial 
questions if he had anything to lose there.

The people of Florida have taken a more 
effective method for the discouragement of 
train robberies than has been attained by 
the people of more populous States. It was 
last Saturday that a train was robbed and 
a trainman murdered. Two of the three 
robbers are already dead, and it is reported 
that the third is sure to be taken. There 
was nothing at all objectionable in the cir- 
cumstances of the killing, which was a per- 
fectly lawful performance, as the fugitives 
opened fire on their pursuers and were 
killed in resisting arrest. Of course, the 
promptitude with which justice has been 
executed is due, in great part, to the fact 
that the country is thinly peopled and 
that a stranger excites attention and is 
easily traced, At the same time, the Sher- 
iff's posse in Florida has set an example 
that may safely be commended to the 
peace officers of other States in which the 
train robbers habitually escape with their 
booty. 








The new Prime Minister of Italy is ap- 
parently destined to an official life which is 
short without being in the least merry. 
Thereis a combination against him of the 
Right, which is his natural enemy, and of 
the Extreme Left. The truth is that Italy is 
inavery bad way, and that no Ministry 
that is not prepared to retrench with vigor 
and on a large scale has any chance of suc- 
ceeding. M. GroLiTri’s reforms seem 
to be rather trifling. He proposes 
to reduce ordinary military expend- 
itures to 230,000,000 lire, and _ to 
bring the whole cost of the army within 
246,000,000. It happened that in the 
budget made up a year ago 248,000,000 
is the amount put down for the Ministry 
of War, with an extraordinary appropria- 
tion of 7,750,000. The small saving 
looks like stopping one hole in a sieve. 
Nothing whatever is said about reforming 
the system of railway construction, which 
constitutes at once the greatest burden 
and the greatest scandal of Italian poli- 
tics. 


THE SYRACUSE CONVENTION. 

The Albany Argus has given voice to the 
plea that has been heard before from other 
quarters that the Syracuse Convention 
content itself with a protest against the 
“snap” convention of February and send 
no delegation to Chicago. The Argus is 
controlled by Mr. James H, MANNING, 
who, though known to be an anti-Hill 
Democrat and presumably favorable to the 
nomination of CLEVELAND, was chosen as 
one of the delegates to the National Con- 
vention by the assemblage of Feb, 22. This 
fact gives the utterances of that newspaper 
on this subject more than ordinary signifi- 
cance and claims attention for them. The 
Argus admits that a serious mistake was 
made in calling the convention to meet in 
February, and says that “ there are few, if 
any, who now hold to the contrary,” but 
thinks that a more serious mistake will be 
made “if Democrats at Syracuse shall give 
color to the impression that there is an ir- 
reparable breach within the Democracy of 
New-York.” It believes that the election 
of a contesting delegation “‘ would be 
promptly construed as the indication of a 
division in the party reaching much fur- 
ther than a difference in preference for can- 
didates.” 

The Argus, it seems to us, somewhat mis- 
construes the purpose of the Syracuse Con- 
vention. It says that it is called “ to give 
expression to the patent fact that Demo- 
cratic sentiment in New-York State is not 
united upon one man,” and it should mere- 
ly send acommittee to Chicago “ to affirm 
that instructions given in February do not 
reflect the sentiment of the Democracy of 
the State of New-York at the time which 
precedent prescribes for the election of 
delegates; that, furthermore, in willfully 
ignoring the last Democratic National Ad- 
ministration, in which the Democratic vot- 
ers of New-York take special and proper 
pride, the February convention failed to 
the party; that the De- 
mocracy of New-York are not out 
of accord with the Democracy of 
the rest of the Union concerning na- 
tional candidates, and finally, that all 
present matters of difference will be sub- 
ordinated to hearty united effortin behalf 
of thenominees of the National Conven- 
tion.” As we understand it, the May con- 
vention movement has not been mere- 
ly a protest against the methods that 
characterized the calling and the ac- 
tion of that of February. It is based 
upon the claim that the February 
convention did not represent the party 
even at the time that it was held, and 
its purpose is to have the party sentiment 
duly represented at Chicago by actual dele- 
gates chosen by its voters. Its object can- 
not be accomplished without fully carry- 
ing out that purpose. 

We see no reason why its action should 
give color to any impression that there is 
an “irreparable breach within the Democ- 
racy of New-York.” It aims simply to 
give expression to the sentiment of the 
party which found no expression at Albany 
in February. It is not the result of a bolt 
in the ordinary sense of the term, and 
there is not the least doubt that the Démo- 
crats whom it represents will support the 
Democratic ticket to be nominated at Chi- 
cago. There is no threat or declaration to 
the contrary, and there will doubtless be 
an assurance that “ the Democracy of New- 
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mocracy of the rest of the Union.” 





main purpose is to/show that it is in ac- 
cord with the ,National Democracy. Its 
purpose is not the defeat of HILL as a 
candidate, for he is, as he always has been, 
a manifest impossibility, and at this date 
HILL presents nothing to fight against. It 
willshow that the instructiows given in 
February “ do not reflect the sentiment of 
the Democracy of the State” by choosing 
delegates who will reflect that sentiment. 

Such a delegation can represent the situ- 
ation much more effectively than a com- 
mittee bearing a set of resolutions or @ 
formal protest. The National Oonvention 
can depide for itself whether it will ad- 
mit the delegation, but in any case it will 
not represent a factional difference, or 
an “trreparable breach,” nor will it 
merely embody a protest. It will be 
presented as the real representatiog of the 
Democracy of the State, prepared to 
give voice to its sentiment and to its 
preferences. It would not be surpris- 
ing if by the time the convention 
meets at Chicago there would be little or 
nothing left of the sentiment which the 
February delegation was supposed to rep- 
resent, and scarcely any antagonism to the 
sentiment which the May delegation will 
actually represent. There is certainly little 
likelihood that ‘‘ present matters of differ- 
ence ” will not be “.subordinated to hearty 
united effortin behalf of the nominees of 
the National Convention.” 


THE ADMINISTRATION AND THE 
CON FERENCE, 

There is something very curious in the 
influence of office holding under a Govern- 
ment where offices are practically the spoils 
of elections upon the minds of ordinarily 
bright men. Take the Consul General at 
London, Gen. JoHN C. New. He is certain- 
ly a bright man, has seena good deal of 
the world, understands his own business 
and general business principles, and for the 
last three years has been living in the com- 
mercial and financial centre of the world 
and associating daily with men of experi- 
ence and standing. On reaching New-York, 
on his way home for a vacation, he was 
kind enough to talk to a Times reporter 
about many things, and, among others, 
about the International Monetary Con- 
ference and the feeling in England 
regarding it. One would say that 
that was a subject on which Gen. NEw 
ought to be wellinformed. But either he 
was not, or else he thought that his official 
position required that he should appear 
not to be. His remarks implied a complete 
misapprehension of what this country has 
done, or has proposed to do, or can do, in 
regard to silver. He speaks as if the Pres- 
ident had invited the British Government 
to a conference to determine on what ratio 
all the Governments taking part would 
opén their mints to the unlimited coinage 
of silver and gold. Yetsofar is this from 
being the case that the British Govern- 
ment was known in advance to be entirely 
unwilling to enter a conference hay- 
ing this definite object in view. And Mr. 
GOSCHEN has expressly declared that it 
was because the Government of the United 
States had framed its invitation so as not 
to commit those who should accept it to 
any particular principle or policy that 
Great Britain was able to acceptit. He 
called attention in his speech to the bi- 
metallist delegation who called,;upon him 
to the fact that no such committal had 
been made. 

As a matter of fact, the United States is 
notin a position to dictate to the other 
Governments that may accept its invita- 
tion. Itisfartoo dependent on the con- 
ference, not merely on what it may do, but 
on the fact that it has been called and 
is likely to be held, to assume any but the 
most modest attitude with regard to it. 
Mr. HARRISON’s present attitude toward 
silver is that of acandidate. A few months 
ago he was forced to face the question as 
President, and he did so with admirable 
courage, directness, and fidelity to princi- 
ple. In afew words, which will go down 
in our political history, he planted the 
standard of the Government and of his party 
far to the front, and firmly. It was a bold 
act and a wise one. It killed free coinage 
and saved the country from untold ill. He 
finds now that his courage and rectitude 
at that time are, in some parts of the coun- 
try, making him unpopular. He has to 
meet that sentiment. He wishes to do so 
without compromising the principle he has 
avowed. It is proper and right that he 
should do soif hécan. But itis a difficult 
task. He has hit on the conference as a 
way out. It is a shrewd conception. It 
gives him the time he needs. It can do 
neither the Administration nor the country 
avy harm, and there is a possibility that it 
may do some good. But it is simply embar- 
rassing for an officer of Gen. NEw’s rank, 
in the position that he ocoupies, to misrep- 
resent’ the policy of the President so 
greatly, whether he does it from sheer 
ignorance or from other causes, 


So far as the United States Government, 
as distinguished from the Administration, 
is concerned, its relation to the conference 
is a curious and not a very happy one. The 
delegates from other Governments cannot 
be ignorant of the facts, and the facts re- 
veal our Government in a position not 
unlike that of the fox who preached the 
virtues of tail cutting. Every month is 
‘adding heavily to our stock of silver, and 
equally heavily to our demand notes pay- 
able at the option of the holder in gold, 
and every month the available stock of 
gold in the Treasury is diminishing, not 
only relatively to the mass of demand 
notes, but positively. In March, 1889, 
when the present Administration came 
into office, the net gold in the Treasury 
was close on $200,000,000, ($197,874,422.) 
Even as late as June of 1890, the month 
preceding the passage of the Silver Pur- 
chase act, it was over $190,000,000 
From the moment of the passage of that 
act the gold in the Treasury began to slip 
away. By the close of 1890 it was only 
$149,000,000. By July, 1891, aftor a year 
of the act, it was a little over $121,000,000. 
At the last report (May 20, 1892,) it was re- 
duced to $115,107,170. And there is a 
curious and striking relation between this 
reduction in Treasury gold and the propor- 
tion of gold in the customs receipts at this 
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the close of the year the ratio was still 88 
percent. In July, 1891, after a year of 
the act, it had sunk to 15 per cent., and by 
the statement of May 20 it was 11.2 per 
cent. In the same time the new Treasury 
notes, issued for silver, had risen to 33 per 
cent., while there is a steadily increasing 
ratio of the old United States notes, which 
has advanced from 3 per cent. in July, 
1890, to 47 per cent, in May, 1892. It is 
no wonder that in this situation the United 
States should desire some aid in “inoreas- 
ing the use of silver in the currencies of the 
nations.”

TARIFF POLICY IN THE HOUSE 


The Indianapolis Sentinel reviews the 
tariff work of the House of Representatives 
and complains loudly because the list of 
bills reported and passed isso short, Re-- 
ferring to the bills pending in committee 
for the removal of the duties jon iron ore 


and refined sugar, it says: 

“The delay of the Ways and Means Commit 
tee in reporting these bills is inexplicable and 
very disheartening to good Democrats every- 
where. We say to the Democrats of the House, 
and especially of the Ways and Means Commit 
tee, thatif the bills for free ore, free tinned 
plate, and.free sugar fail to pass that body, In 
diana is going to be a very doubtful State this 


| year, with the chances largely in favor of the 


Republicans. When these bills have been passed 
by the House some of the most monstrous 
features of the McKinley act will remain undis- 
turbed, but with anything less than the meas- 
ure of reform above indicated to point to by 
way of achievement in the House, the Demo- 
eratic Party will have a pretty hard time ex- 
plaining to the country in the approaching cam- 
pain what it is here for.” 

It ig true that the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has made only a beginning of the 
work which was laid out for it by its 
Chairman and some of his associates im- 
mediately after the organization of the 
House. The listof bills suggested then by 
these gentlemen in published interviews 
contained several important measures 
which have not been reported and which 
could not well be omitted in any list of 
such bills designed to exhibit the party’s 
tariff policy. The bill forthe removal of 
the duty on refined sugar was added to 
the list some months after the beginning of 
the session, owing to the complete sup- 
pression of competition by the Sugar Trust 
when the Philadelphia refineries surren- 
dered, and togthe use of the duty by the 
Trust immediately after that surrender. 

Those who think with the Sentinel, that 
the committee’s failure to report the bills 
relating to sugar and iron ore is “‘ inexpli- 
cable,” should meditate upon the frank 
admission recently made by Mr. BRYAN, a 
prominent and influential member of the 
committee. Mr. BRYAN was asked why he 
opposed the proposed bill for the removal 
of the duty on works of art, and he re- 
plied: 

“If we of the House should passa free art 
bill, the Senate would pass it too. It would be 
the only tariff reduction bill to pass both 
houses, apd weshould have to goto the coun 
try next Fall showing not a single hole knocked 


in the robber tariff except in the duty on works 
of art! How would that look?” 


Mr. BRYAN appears to think that the 
Democratic Party will be forced to “‘ go to 
the country” upon what a Republican 
Senate may do or fail to do, and not upon 
the work of a great Democratic majority in 
the House. 

We speak of this curious expression of 
opinion because it seems to explain the at- 
titude of the committee, or of some of its 
influential members, toward the bill for 
the removal of the Trust’s duty on refined 
sugar, for it is tolerably well known that 
prominent Republican Senators would be 
strongly inclined to vote for that bill if it 
should be sent to the Senate from the 
House. Mr. ALLISON is one of these Sen- 
ators, and Mr. JOHN SHERMAN is another. 
In the light afforded by what Mr. Bryan 
says about the Free Art bill, does it not 
seem probable that the Free Sugar bill has 
been withheld because there is danger that 
“the Senate would pass it, too” ? 

It is hardly necessary to say that such a 
view of pending tariff legislation is un- 
worthy of earnest and sober-minded tariff 
reformers. Moreover, it is not the view 
which the committee held at the beginning 
of the session. Members of the committee 
expressed a belief then that several of the 
bills in their list would be passed in the 
Senate with the aid of Republican votes, 
and declared that certain bills had been se- 
lected because of the probability that 
a@ majority of the Senate could not 
refuse to vote for them. Indeed, 
such was the expectation with respect 
to the billin which Mr. BkRYAN manifested 
a lively personal interest. We hope that 
the majority members of the committee 
have notnow decided to avoid any bill for re- 
lief which the Senate can be induced to re- 
gard with favor. So far as its tariff policy 
is concerned, the Democratic Party will 
not be held responsible for the action of 
the Republican Senate. Having chosen a 
legislative plan providing for the exhibition 
of a policy .by the passage of a group of 
representative bills, the majority in the 
House should be faithful to that plan and 
should send those bills to the Senate. If 
the Senate can be induced to accept any of 
them, so much the better for the people and 
for the party from which the bills come. 





“ CRANKS” AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


There is something ignoble in the tone of 
the debate in the House yesterday upon the 
appropriation for the World’s Fair. It is 
really not to be supposed that the members 
who took part in it would be especially 
grieved or wounded if the exhibition were 
opened to the public on Sunday. Thatisa 
matter which may very safely be left to 
the managers of the fair. An individual 
exhibitor who stipulates that his exhibit 
shall not be shown when other exhibits are 
shown would be regarded as a churl, 
or, if he put bis refusal upon religious 
grounds, as a bigot. It is only a very small 
proportion of Christians who are so rigid 
Sabbatarians as the Jews. The orthodox 
Jews in every country make considerable 
sacrifices, eager for money as they are sup- 
posed to be, in order to observe their Sab- 
bath. Yet no Jewish exhibitor at a World’s 
Fair that we know of has refused to allow 
his exhibit to be shown along with the 
rest on Saturdays. It is a matter of com- 
mon civility and propriety for every exhib- 
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Of course, ifa man thinks he is imperil- 
ing his salvation, or anybody’s else, by al- 
lowing his wares to be exhibited on Sun- 
day, it is his duty to refuse permission. 
But does anybody suppose that the majori- 
ty of the House of Representatives was 
actuated by a respect for the Fourth Com- 
mandment and a belief in its binding force 
upon Christians in coupling an appropria- 
tion for the representation of the Goyern- 
ment with a condition that the exhibit 
should not be opened to the public on Sun- 
day? They were simply ‘pandering to 
the better element” and pretending seru- 
ples that they did not feel. 

It is not, however, in the action that was 
actually taken that the ignobleness of the 
debate consisted. Undoubtedly Congress 
has the right as well as the power to im- 
pose the condition that it did impose upon 
the Government exhibit, and, it may be 
that the restriction would be approved by 
& majority of the people, though thisis by 
no means clear. The condition imposed 
was @ very mild substitute for the con- 
dition originally proposed, which pro- 
vided that, before the appropriation 
took effect, the managers of the 
fair should file an agreement that the 
whole fair should be closed on Sunday and 
that no intoxicating liquor should be sold 
on the grounds. It would be hard to surpass 
such an exhibition of a meanly tyrannical 
spirit as this amendment. It is a.threat to 
prevent the representation of the Govern- 
ment of the United States at a world’s fair 
unless the managers of the fair shall con- 
form to the notionsof propriety entertained 
by the majority of the House of Represent- 
atives, which has no sortof responsibility 
in the premises, and not even entertained 
by these legislators, but supposed by them 
to be entertained by their constituents, 

This exhibition was followed by other 
propositions which were so petty and pro- 
vincial in spirit as to give the most melan- 
choly impression as to the intellectual 
equipment of their authors. They are so 
very provincial as to suggest that they 
were brought forward satirically. One of 
them was obviously satirical—that of 
a breezy California member, who pro- 
posed that. the Government. exhibit 
should be closed “on the Sabbath 
day, which is Saturday,” in apparent 
ignorance that this identical joke had 
been made two centuries and a half be- 
fore in the Long Parliament by a humor- 
ist who expiated it by imprisonment in the 
Tower. But we fear thatit was not satir- 
ically, but in a sad sincerity, that a power- 
ful-minded Iowan proposed to prohibit 
“the exhibition of pictures or statues 
of the nude. or the partially nude,” 
and that. an equally statesmanlike 
Illinoisan proposed not only to pro- 
hibit lotteries or games of chance on the 
fair grounds, or within a mile of them, 
having no confidence in the statutes of his 
own State, but also to prohibit the sale of 
cards and dice within that limit. Luckily 
for the credit of the country, these proposi- 
tions were lost, but unluckily for that 
credit they were introduced, and they are 
calculated to excite a painful doubt in the 
patriotic mind upon the alleged diffusion 
of intelligence in the United States.

THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE VISIT THE ALA-~

TUSKEGEE, Ala., May 26.—To-day has wit- 
nessed a crowding outpouring of the people to 
take partin the commencement exercises of the 
Tuskegee Alabama Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute, Prof. Washington invited Fred Douglass 
to deliver,the annual address, and everybody, 
white and black, has sought to do him honor. 

Probably from eight to ten thousand people 
have been on the grounds ail day. The people 
from the country largely predominated. 

To-day ends the eleventh year in the history of 
the [school], and by far the most remarkable of 
allits years. The standard of scholarship has 
been raised.

laid. is is the gift of a New-York woman, 
and will be one of the most tasteful and sub- 
stantial of all the buildings. It will be used as 
a Bible training school and is to be a memorial 
from an affectionate daughter of a mother’s in- 
sewees in the moral elevation of the colored 

ople. 

This year about 1,000 apemestone for admis- 
sion tothe school have been received. Only 
768 could be accommodated by putting from 
four to seven in a room. A surveyor’s outfit 
has been added to the equipment of the school, 
and some good work has been done by means 
of it. 

A resident physician has been secured. She 
has practiced among the students, and has 
given instractions in nursing and physiology 
and hygieni.

NO ATTENTION PAID TO MANNING. 
ASE TS 
ALBANY MAY DEMOCRATS FAVOR A CON- 
TESTING DELEGATION TO CHICAGO. 


ALBANY, May 26.—The May Democrats to- 
night had one of the largest and most repre- 
sentative meetings since the organization of 
the Provisional County Committee. The ob- 
ject was to complete arrangements for the trip 
to Syracuse.

A VICAR BURNED IN EFFIGY. 


ANTI-TITHING MOBS PREVENT A SALE 
IN COVENTRY. 


LONDON, May 26.—At Coventry, Warwick- 
shire, to-day a mob resisted the officers whe 
had been sent to enforce distraint proceedings 
forthe non-payment of the vioar’s rate, and 
prevented the sale of the goods that had been 
seized to satisfy the claim. 

The auctioneer left the scene of the proposed 
sale under the protection of the police. No- 
body was hurt. 

The excitement among the people of Coven- 
try is increasing, and great animosity is being 
displayed by them toward the vicar. The aus 
thorities, fearing that they would make a per- 
sonal attack on the vicar at his home, have 
taken precautions looking to his safety should 
any demonstration be made against him. His 
residence is being strictly guarded by a force of 
police, and no persons are allowed to approach 
the house unless a satisfactory explapation of 
their presence at the place is given. 

In spite of the arrangements made to pre- 
serve the vicar from anpoyance or personal 
violence, that gentleman had a very exoiting 
experience when he undertook, during the 
course of the day, to go from his residence to 
the church, A large and threatening crowd soon 
surrounded him, and throughout bis passage to 
the church he was the centre of a howling 
mob. He was reviled and mocked at ou 
every hand, and only for the presence of a body- 
guard of oflicera he would doubtless have suf- 
tered further and more serious indignities at 
the hands of the excited peuple.

JOHN C. NEW PULLING WIRES—CLARK- 
SON TALKS DIPLOMATICALLY — 
BLAINE USED FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
DISGRUNTLED POLITICIANS. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Clarkeon has not tried 
his hand at politics since he managed the 
Waterloo campaign for the Republicans 
in 1890, and yet it is he, the man 
whom Blaine has often made the object 
of his contemptuous references, and who has 
spbken almost as contemptuously of Blaine as 
Blaine has of Clarkson, whois the recognized 
head and front of the Blaine movement in 
Washington. 

Some of the Republicans now here, and others 
who were elected in the 1890 campaign to stay 
at home, may be pardoned for doubting the suc 
cess of the anti-Harrison movement under his 
direction. 

This was suggested by a Republican to-day 
as Clarkson roamed about the Capitol followed 
by Capt. Boutelle and Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge 
and veered into committee rooms to hold con- 
sultations with members of the House who 
were supposed to be interested in defeating the 
Republican who has been at the head of the Ad- 
ministration for three years. 

Clarkson's declarations yesterday to the 
effect that protection has been a failure in the 
way of holding the Republican Party together, 
and that Blains’s nomination may let down 
the bars to freer trade, does not quite 
fit the stomachs of the men who haye 
hardly stopped printing speeches about 
the ineffable blessings conferred by ox- 
cessive taxation for the benefit of manufact- 
urers. It is a little too sudden, and some of the 
protectionists, who think it will be safer to stick 
to Harrison and protection instead of trying 
Blaine with Republican free trade, are wonder- 
ing whether Clarkson has quite got over bis 
grievance in being refused by the President a 
ri ae position when Wanamaker got hie re- 
ward. 

Gen, John C. New, the recognized manipulator 
of the Administration forces, left Washington 
to-day for the West. Gen. Clarkson, who is for 
anybody to beat Harrison, Blaine preferred, 
still lingere in the Sy- ; 

Gen. New departed, his friends say, firm in 
the belief that Mr. Harrison will be nominated 
without the slightest difficulty at Minneapolis. 
This, however, will not preyent him from puil- 
ing every wire in sight which he may think has 
a possible Harrison vote attached to it. 

‘rom this time forward there will be a de- 
gree of activity in the Administration camp 
which the opposition will have its hands full to 
imitate—at least, the Administration men 
Bay 80. 

One of these, who has been active in ascer- 
taining the feeling of the delegates from the 
different States, and who declares Harrison has 
618 votes which he can depend upon, said to- 
night that he had telegraphed to-day to two 
New-York State delegates who had been claimed 
by the anti-Administration forces, asking them 
to define their position. ’ 

“They replied that they were unqualifiedly 
for the President,” he said. Then he added: 
“TI have met with just such replies to nearly all 
of my inquiries, and I know that other men 
have had the same experience. Unless the 
great majority of the delegates chosen to attend 
the Minneapolis Convention are falsifiers of the 
first degree, Mr. Harrison will win ov pg 

A prominent office holder walked into the 
room of the ex-headsman to-day. ‘“ Well, Gen- 
eral,” he said, ‘‘ whom shall we vote for at Min- 
neapolis!”’ 

“ For the strongest man,” was the reply. 

“I'm glad to hear you say that,” the office 
holder said, ** for it means that we will havea 
winning candidate.” 

“Whom do you consider the strongest man?” 
asked Clarkson. 

‘Why, Harrison, to be sure,” the office holder 
replied. 

Mr. Clarkson did not deny this, but pro- 
ceeded to name some of the qualitications “ the 
etrongest man” should possess. 

When Clarkson encounters a pronounced Har- 
rison man he is careful to say nothing that will 
show he is working against Harrison. His 
declaration that he is not opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s renomination, coupled with his solicitude 
to have the honor go to ‘“‘a strong man,” form 
one of the amusing features of the campaign up 
to date. 

The dinner given last night by Senator Allison 
to some Kepublican friends is said to have been 
the occasion of another “ conference,” in the in- 
terest of Mr. Blaine, on the question whether 
popular sentiment would permit the politicians 
to nominate any one other than Blaine. 

The company is said to have been agreed that 
if Klaine would keep silept his nomination 
would follow as a matter of course, The sub- 
ject of Blaine’s heaith was discussed, and the 
verdict reached that it was *‘ All right.” 

Jhe main trouble with this statement is that 
Blaine’s appearance gives it the lie direet. A 
man who is not unsound does not totter in his 
walk and have an ashen face. 

On the strength of the opinion alleged to have 
been promulgated at the Allison dinner, quite a 
little Blaine talk has been heard at the hotels 
to-night. Col. A. L. Conger of Ohio of the Re- 
publican National Committee said this evening 
that the nominee would be either Blaine or 
Harrison. ‘ 

“That means,” said an office holder who 
heard him, “that the anti-Harrison people rely 
upon Blaine to help them defeat the President, 
With Blaine out of the race they would not 
have a hope left. I can tell you that they are 
preparing for the biggest kind of a disappoint- 
ment.” 

Representative Cogewell (Rep., Mass.,) does 
mot agree with Mr. Amesof that State about 
Biaive’s superior availability. He says: 

*“ T have perfect confidence in the nomination 
of Mr. Harrison. He has given a good, clean, 
and popular Administration, and the people be- 
lieve in him and want him renominated. 

‘*Mr. Blaine has withdrawn from the candi- 
dacy, and I do not believe he could afford to 
accept the nomination even if there were a con- 
siderable call for him. 

“The fact is that the opponents of Harrison—a 
few politicians with grievances—are  try- 
fag to use Blainefor their own selfish 

urposes. They will not succeed, The 

publicans of this country believe that Mr. 

Harrison has earned a renomination; that 

he ia the strongest candidate they ¢an get. The 

politicians who are trying to beat Mr. Harrison 
will find that they are standing in the way of 
the people and that they will ve run over.” 

Mr. Buchanan of New-Jersey, whose State has 

been strong for Blaine in years past, says: 

“Mr. Harrison will be renominated. Mr. 
Blaine took himself out of the contest, and the 
delegates were eiected on the assumption that 
he meant what he said. I do not think he would 
permit himselfto be put in a false position, 
which would injure him. 

“There are some good men taking part in 
this Blaine movement, and some of them are 
his friends, but a great many afe men who 
have always been his enemies and who 
are merely trying to make use of him. 

Their opposition to Harrison comes from 
the fact that they are disappointed in 
patronage or have not been permitted to run 
the Administration as they wanted to. Some 
conspicuous ones among them have been turned 
down recently, when they have tried to force 
their nominees on the party. Some of them are 
wen who ought not to be given prominent influ- 
2noe in the party.”

The death is announced in Paris of the com- 
poser, Ferdinand Poise. He was born at Nimes, 
June 3, 1828. In 1850 he was a pupil of 
Adolphe Adam at the Conservatoire. In 1852 
he won the second Rome prize, and a year 
after he produced at the ThéAtre Lyrique a 
charming little work in one act, “ Bonsoir 
Voisin!’’ which obtained popular success, In 
1855 the Thé&tre Lyrique produced his * Char- 
meurs,” in 1857 the Bouffes- ens “ Po- 
lichinelle,” the same year the Opéra Comique 
“Don Phédre,” in 1861 the same playhouse “ Le 
Jardinier Galant,’”’ in 1864 ‘* Les Absents,” in 
1866 ‘Les Moissonneurs,” in 1868 ‘Le 
Corricolo,” in 1870 the Athénée “ Les 


Deux Billets,” in 1873 the Opéra Comique 
“Les Trois Souhaits.” In 1877 he began a series 
of musical adaptations of old plays arranged by 
Charles Monselet—the “Surprise de l’Amour” 
of Mariveaux, “ L’Amour Médecin” of Moliétre, 
and ‘Joli Gilles,” after La Fontaine. These 
three works are in the repertory. ‘ La Cou 
Enchantée” was burned in the fire which de- 
stroyed the archives of the Opéra Oomique.

—Capt. Darius N. Stevens, prominent in Grand 
Army circles of Massachusetts, one of the officers of 
the “ Old Sixth,” anda veteran employe of the Bos- 
ton Post Office, died at his home in Stoneham, Mass., 

esterday after a long illness. At the first call for 

roops he was a member of Company I, Sixth Regi- 

ment Infantry, Massachusetts olunteers, and 
immediately responded. He was promoted to the posi- 
tion of Second Lieutenant, and was with the regi- 
menvtandin command of his company when it was 
attacked in the streets of Baltimore on the memor- 
abie lyth of April, 1861, by the mob. He partici. 
pated in many engagements, the most memorable of 
which were the two desperate assaults upon Port 
Hudson in June, 1863. 

—Dr. H. Clay Dembitz, a young physician of 
Louisville, Ky., died on Tuesday at the Mount Sinai 
Hospital of a complication of diseases. He was vis- 
ituung friends in New-York when he was taken sick, 
and was finally sent to the hospital suffering with 
erysipelas of the face. ewas then attack with 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, and afterward with 
pneumonia.

DRUNKEN CANADIAN VOLUNTEERS’ 
SULT TO AMERICANS. 


MONTREAL, May 26.—Some of the volunteers 
here have got themselves into alot of trouble 
over their freshness on the Queen’s birthday by 
ordering American flags to be taken down from 
in frontof stores, where they were flying in 
honor of the day. 

The men, who belonged to the garrison artildery 
were drunk atthe time, but the commanding 
officers and the brigade department will not ac- 
cept that as any excuse. 

All the officers of the City Corps denounce the 
act in the strongest terms Lieut. Col. Cole, 
the commanding ollicer of the artillery, will on 
Friday night have the offenders called from the 
ranks while on parade, and it is likely that they 
will be dismissed from the service. 

Mr. Lorge, from whose place the last flag 
was ordered down, said to the THk TiméEs’s 
correspondent this evening that he had 
laid the matter before the military au- 
thorities, who had promised to hold a 


court of inquiry at once, and assured 
him thatifthe finding showed that the men 
were guilty, they would have to suffer the pen- 
alty—dismissal from the Queen's service for in- 
sulting the flag of a friendly nation. 

The volunteers are sorry that the affair oc- 
curred, as they are gbout to invite the Seventh 
Regiment of New-York to pay a visit to Mon- 
trea) on Dominion Day. 

At a dinner of the Montreal Rifle Rangers, the 
oldest corps in Canada, last evening, the act 
was denounced, The Rangers indorsed the idea 
of inviting the Seventh here, which would show 
a friendly spirit. 

One of the officers, however, said that, al- 
though the present American Government had 
done its utmost to injure Canada, the people 
here understood that it was not supported in 
this by the people, as the next election would 
show. 

Consul General Knapp, speaking of the affair. 
said he had read the newspaper accounts and 
examined into the details. 6, however, was 
satistied that it was a temporary freak of a few 
irresponsible individuals, without significance 
as regards the attitude of the officers or mem- 
bers of the militia organization, or that of the 
citizens toward the United States or toward the 
Stars and Striyes. 

During a residence of three years in the city 
he had experienced the utmost good will 
froin both the militia and the civilians of 
Montreal and Canada, and knew that they 
unanimously cherished the warmest friendship 
and regard forthe people and respect for the 
Amerioan flag. He never saw a public occasion 
on which it was not displayed and treated with 
the greatest respect and honor.

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HILL GETS OUT OF THE WAY ON 
THE SILVER VOTE, 


A SPECTACLE WHICH SHOULD HAVE A 
WARNING EFFECT ON HIS COLORA- 
DO FOLLOWERS—THE SILVER BILL 
REVIVED IN THE SBNATE. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Republican Sen- 
ate has revived the Stewart bill to provide for 
the free coinage of gold and silver bullion, 
which the Committee on Finance had report- 
ed adversely. This surprising action ie the 
outcome of the debate on the Morgan silver 
resolution. Twenty-eight Senators, Kepublic- 
ans and Democrats, stood by Mr. Stewart (Rep., 
Nev.,) in his attompt to have the bill considered. 
Twenty voted against the movement. 

Senator Hill dodged in the most cowardly 
manner. The Colorado Democrats who cheered 
his name when it was mentioned in the conven- 
tion at Denver yesterday should have seen 
Hill today to get a true idea of 
his courage. No such exhibition as he gave was 
ever witnessed before in Congress. He fled 
precipitately to avoid being recorded on the 
silver question regardless of physical or poli- 
tical consequences. When he returned, a smile 
of contempt greeted him. His craven retreat 
had been witnessed by all. x 

Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.,) did not vote, He 
was paired with Mr. Frye, (Rep. Me.,) an 
avowed anti-free-silver man, and made no effort 
to transfer his pair so that he could be recorded. 
Mr. Brice (Dem., Ohio,) did not vote. He ap- 
peared in the Chamber as soon as the result was 
announced, however. Gorman and Brice had 
sought temporary asylum in the marble room. 

When the Senate began its work there was no 
indication that the free-silver men had prepared 
a surprise for the country. The Morgan resolu- 
tion was taken up as unfinished busi- 
ness, and Mr. Morgan resumed his ar- 
gument in favor of its adoption. He 
denied that its object was to influence 
political conventions. If the Senators who yes- 
terday indicated their position regarding the 
question would have the courage of their con- 


victions, he said, the people would have their 
way. He could not conceive that the President 
of the United States, who was an avowed bi- 
metallist, wuld undertake to set up his judc- 
ment finally, and in the form of a veto, against 
the yt will of both branches of Congress. 

Mr. Higgins (Dew., DeL,) asked Mr.Morgan to 
give some proof or demonstration of his argu- 
ment ppuee * the gold men.” 

“It I should bring demonstration ‘atrong as 
proof of Holy Writ,’ ’’ Mr. Morgan replied, “ the 
Renator from Delaware would be of the same 
opinion still, and I will not waste my time 
about it.” 

Mr. Higgine—Perhaps you may elucidate it 
for the benefit of the country. 

Mr. Morgan—The country understands it per- 
fectly well, and Iam throwing away my time 
in speaking on the question. It is not only 
understood, but is felt in every house- 
hold. If the Senator will vote with 
me to take up the _ bill of the 
Senator from Nevada, (Mr. Stewart,) we will 
have a test vote on taking up the bill, and I will 
most’ heartily enter with him into this discus- 
sion. I hope that the Senator from Nevada will 
move to take up his bill aud let us have a direct 
vote upon it.” ; 

Mr. Voorhees (Dem., Ind.,) called attention to 
a table printed in to-day’s Record showing the 
amount of circulation per capita in the 
United States, which gave the circulation 
of gold as $11.56 per capita, of silver 
$7.33, and of paper $6.28. This table (fur- 
nished by Mr. Leach, the Director of the Mint,) 
showed nearly one-half of the circulation to be 
in gold. Mr, Voorhees wanted to know whether 
the people of Alabamasaw any more gold than 
they saw diamonds. 

Mr. Morgan replied that they did not, and 
that gold hid itself in the vaults of the banks 
and in the coffers of the rich. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., Ohio,) replied to Mr. Mor- 
gan and defended the Finance Committee from 
the charge of neglect orinaction. It had, with- 
out delay, acted on and reported back, adverse- 
ly, Mr. Stewart’s bill. That -bill was on the 
calendar, and a wotion to take it up might be 
made at aur time. While Mr. Sherman was still 
speaking, 6 morning hour expired, and Mr. 

organh’s amendment went over without action. 

Mr. Stewart, (Kep., Nev.,) however, promptly 
rose, and, remarking that he would give Sena- 
tors the opportunityeof having a test vote 
on the question, moved to take up the 
bill (introduced » hi an reported 
adversely from the inayoo Comuatitoe) to 

rovide for the free coinage vf gold and silver 
ullion, and for other purposes, The yeas and 
nays were called forby Mr. Morgan. The vote 
was thereupon taken, and the result was an- 
nounced as: Yeas, 28; nays, 24. In a few 
minutes afterward the presiding atticer 
(Mr. Dolph,) stated that, in consequence of 
the confusion in the chamber, there had been 
an error made in the counting and announce- 
mentof the vote and that the correct figures 
were: Yeas, 28; nays, 20. The following is the 
vote in detail.

The debate on the bill was opened by Mr. 
Stewart.  ~ was followed by Mr. Teller (Rep., 
Col) The atter contradicted most positively 
the statement quoted by Mr. Sherman to the 
effect that if silver went up to $1.29 per ounce 
the product of silverin this country would be 
quintupled. Mr. Teller also denied the as- 
sertion made by Mr. Sherman yesterday that 
the free coinage of silver meant a single stand- 
ard—silver—and that gold would be demone- 
tized by it. He asserted, on the contrary, that 
it was practicable and desirable that the two 
metals should circulate, side by side. It had 
been done in France and it had been done in 
England. 

hen Mr. Stewart made the motion, which was 
his pars of the performance, to take up the bill, 
Hill was fairly caught napping.

There ia a general impression to-night that 
the Silver bill was brought forward in the Sen- 
ate to-day by the Republican and Democratic

Stewart to get silver forward are indifferent 
or hostile to Harrison. The Democratic Sena- 
tors from the slave belt, who seem ready to

THE SILVER CONVENTION. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE NATIONAL DELE- 
GATES IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—In response to a call 
issued April 28,1892, by the National Silver 
Committee for a National Convention of “ all 
who earnestly favor the immediate restoration 
of free bimetallic coinage in the United States” 
about 100 delegates had assembled at noon to- 
day in Concordia Hall, and were ‘called to order 
by Gen, A. J. Warner, Chairman of.the National 
Committee. 

M. M. Parker, President of the Washington 
Board of Trade, delivered a short address of 


welcome. On motion of B. Clark Wheeler of 
Colorado, Judge Isaac B. Morris of Indiana was 
elected temporary Chairman of the convention. 
Lee Crandall of Washington, Henry Jones of 
Georgia, and E. P. Stark of Ohio were elected 
Secretaries, Judge Morris spoke at some length 
upon tho general subject of silver, and inci- 
dentally of the proposed international monetary 
conference. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
made its report, recommending the election of 

rinanent officers as follows: Permanent 
Jhairman--Gen. A. J. Warner of Ohio; Vice 
Presidents—Messrs. Bolter of Iowa, Shinn of 
Kansas, Streeter of Illinois, A. B. Ewing of 
Missouri, Nixen of Nevada, ex-Representative 
G. G. Symes of Colorado, and William H. Oliver 
of North Carolina; Secretaries—Lee Crandall of 
Washington, KE. DL. Stark of Ohio, and Henry 
Jones of Georgia. In moving the adoption of 
this report ex-Representative MoGinniss of 
Montana read a short but earnest speech. He 
declared that silver was the greatest issue now 
before the people of this country, and this fact 
should be pressed upon their attention. Silver, 
he said, was cither money or it was not money, 
and those who believe it is money are in sym- 
pathy with this silver movement, and those who 
regard it as merchandise merely are opposed 
to it. The speaker insisted that the two great 
political conventions should be required to 
state their respective positions on the silver 
question. Gen. Warner was deciared elected, 
and, in taking his seat, delivered a short ad- 

resa. 

The Committee on Order of Business made its 
report, recommending the appointment of a 
Committee on Resolutions and Address, to con- 
sist of seven members, to be selected by the 
Chair. Committees on Finance, Publication, 
and Organization of Bimetallic Leagues were 
also provided for. The report was adopted. 

Represeutative Bryan of Nebraska was asked 
by the Chairman to address the.convention. He 
said that he could remain in the convention but 
afew moments, but he desired to express ina 
word his rb athy with its objects, He de- 
clared that the demonetization of silver in 1873 
wasacrime and the delay in remonetizing ita 
grievous wrong. The question was one, he said, 
whioh would never be settled until it was settled 
right. Indeed, it was a question of right and 
wrong—of justice and injustice. It was anissue 
which sprung from the people, and the great 
political parties should be made to face it 
aquarely. 

Representative Bartine of Nevada spoke 
brie Mr. Mortimer Whitehead of New-Jer- 
sey, the lecturer of the National Grange, said 
that the farmers throughout the entire country 
were studying this question, and were becoming 
interested and very well informed, and the re- 
suitis that they are with increasing urgency 
demanding that the great wrong of 1873 shall 
be righted. Senator Stewart of Nevada made 
one of his familiar silver speeenen, and a recess 
was then taken until 8 P. M. 

Atthe evening session Committees on Reso- 
lutions, on Finance, and on the Organization of 
a Bi-Metallio League were appointed. Among 
the members of the latter committee are Sena- 
tor Saunders, Montana; Kepresentative Sweet, 
Idaho; Representative Tillman, South Carolina, 
and F. G. Newlands, Nevada.

THE BLAINE BOOM IN THE FIFTH 
AVENUE HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


EX-GOV. AMES HAD IT IN CHARGE, BUT 
IT SEEMED TO LACK SOLIDITY—THE 
SECRETARY ON EXHIBITION—VAGUE 
TALK OF A “‘CONFERENCE,” 


The Blaine boom, fresh fis a new-laid egg, was 
brought to the corridors of the hotel where the 
Maine man is stopping, just after breakfast yes- 
terday. It was stronger than it has appeared 
any day since Mr. Blaine came to the city, and 
it had, until daylight was let in on it, a sem- 
blance of solidity which made it seem strange 
amid the vague, cloudy rumors which have oo- 
oupied the politiciane for two or three days. 

Mr. Blaine, it was said, had signified that he 
would accept the nomination ifit was tendered 
him. The statement was made as being the re- 
sult of some processes which have heen go- 
ing on in Mr. Blaine’s mind during his exhi- 
bition trip to this city. The politicians in the 
corridors passed the statement around at a very 
lively pace. 

Ex-Gov. Oliver Ames of Maasachusetts was 
said to have been the one to whom Mr. Blaine 
had spoken. Mr. Ames, who was defeated as a 
delegate in his State Convention, had a chat 
with Mr. Blaine while the latter was at break- 
fast, and it was then, while invigorated with a 


good night's sleep and comfortable over a steak 
and a couple of eggs, that the Secretary of State 
was said to have deolared himself. 

Ex-Gov. Ames explained to several nowne 
per men just what he had said that started the 
story. “1 had achat with Mr. Blaine,” he said, 
“and within two days I have talked with others 
who have seen and conferred with him since he 
came to this city. 

“ Yesterday I talked with a man of national 
rominence, who told me he had seen Mr. Blaine 
n New-York. The man is a close friend of Mr. 

Blaine, also of Mr. Harrison, and he has some- 
times been scheduled as the man who will pre- 
sent Mr. Harrison’s name to the National Con- 
vention. Hetold me that, more from what Mr. 
Blaine did not say than from what he did say, 
he judged that Mr. Blaine would accept the 
nomination if it were tendered to him. 

“ T have talked with Mr. Depew, and he told 
me he had heard that Mrs, Blaine, who, until 
recently, opposed the idea of her husband being 
a candidate, has now changed her mind and is 
anxious that he be the candidate. I think that 
Mr. Blaine will be the candidate.” 

“* You do not regard his letter to Mr. Clarkson 
as final?” 

“Mr. Blaine, I think, wrote that out of. his 
feeling of loyalty to the President, thereby giv- 
ing Mr. Harrison all the opportunity in the 
world of winning the Republican strength in the 
country. Having done that, if the party still 
insists on nominating him he will consider it 
his duty to accept the honor. 

“T do not think he will feel called on to de- 
clare himself in advance. L, believe, however, 
that when he sees how strongly the party calis 
him, he will reconsider the sentiments of his 
letter to the Chairman.” 

The “ conference,”’ which has been scheduled 
as a part of the peoueenaaes which Mr. Platt had 

repared for the amusement of the anti- 

arrison forces here, was talked of yesterday. 
Just what was expected from this ‘‘conference” 
was left very indefinite. Mr. Clarkson, Mr. 
Platt, Chauncey |. Filley, and, according to 
some stories, Joseph H, Manley and Jacob Sloat 
Fassett, were Said to be coming together to out- 
line the work of the National Convention. The 
Blaine exhibition this week was a part of the 
programme. 

Mr, Clarkson was not here. It was said at 
the Plaza Hotel that he was expected to-day. 
Mr. Manley was not visible at any of the hotels. 
Mr. Fassett did not appear. Mr. Platt kept his 
usual down-town hours during the day. He 
was inthe hotel corridor early in the evening, 
aud said he was going to the theatre. Logan 
H. Roots of Arkansas, Senator Pettigrew of 
Seuth Dakota, and others who were supposed 
to beon the inside, were about the hotel at 
times during the day, but professed to know 
nothing of any conference. r. Blaine was on 
exhibition at about the usual hours. 

“The Secretary is having an unusually brill- 
iant social season,’’ some one said last night, 
and then he called attention to the fact that at 
all the conferences, some of them lasting for 
hours, between Mr. Blaine and prominent poli- 
ticians, no one would admit that one word of 
politics was disoussed. ‘I’m thinking of offer- 
ing areward,” hesaid, “for any politician who 
has the courage to come to the corridor of this 
hotel and announce that he has talked any poll- 
tics with Mr, Blaine.” 

These remarks were pertinent, for one of the 
noticeable and amusing things in connection 
with the Secretary’s visit is the engeoness and 
emphasis with which visitors to r. Blaine 
hasten to declare that ‘‘not one word on any 
political subjeot was spoken.” It made the 
crowd laugh when some of the expert and wily 
politicians who called on the Secretary declared 
soberly that in their hour’s chat with “the 
prince of politicians” not one word was spoken 
on politics. 

Mr. Blaine had breakfast in the large dining 
room of the hotel yesterday. While there he 
met ex-Gov. Oliver Ames of Massachusetts, 
and chatted with him for some minutes. D. W. 
Farquhar of Massachusetts, whe was secretary 
to the delegation from his State atthe last Na- 
tional Convention, was in the dining room, and 
he went to Mr. Biaine’s table and exchanged 
groetings. / 

Mr. Blaine read the morning papers and 
looked over his mail foran hour or more, and 
then left the hotel with Mrs. Blaine. They 
went to Mr. Blaine’s oculist and then were 
driven to a jewelry store on Broadway. Thence 
they went to a florist’s, and from there to the 
Damrosch residence, where Mrs. Blaine re- 
mained for a considerable portion of the day. 
After a short visit, Mr. Blaine went for an air- 
ing in Central Park. 

Soon after his return Senator Hiscock called on 
Mr. Blaine. He had been about the hotel during 
the morning and had held brief conversations 
with such politicians as chanced to be there. He 
was almost the only pronounced Harrison man 
in sight, and he refused to hear the Blaine boom 
which Platt and the others have set going. 

Mr. Hiscock did not remain long in the Secre- 
tary’s rooms, and his visit was, he said, simply 
a “social call.” According to their own state- 
ments, each of the others of the “big four” 
who called upon Mr. Blaine made simply “a 
social cali” on the Secretary. 

“I made a short stop,” Senator Hiscock said. 
“Tfound Mr. Blaine in good spirits, and for a 
few minutes we chatted of topics other than 
politics." 

“ Are you still for Harrison ¢” the Senator was 
asked. 

“Tam,” he replied. “Ibelieve Mr. Harrison 
will be the nominee of the convention.”’ 

“Do you believe Mr. Blaine would accept the 
nomination if it were tendered—” 

“Thave nothing to say as to what Mr. Blaine 
would do,” said the Senator, tefore the question 
was ended. ‘“‘I simply express my own convic- 
tions on the outlook, and I say plainly I think 
Harrison will be the nominee.” 

‘Ts there to be aconference of Republicans 
on the question of candidates?” . 

“T hhaven’t heard anything about one.” 

Later in the day Mr. Blaine had a talk with 
ex-Congressman George A. Halsey of New-Jer- 
sey. Mr. Halsey’s appearance on the scene 
caused some talk. He was said to have been 
the original Blaine man in New-Jersey, and he 
is to go to the Minneapolis Convention. Conse- 
quently there were stories that he had come to 
hear Mr. Blaine tell him with his own mouth 
whether he would accept the nomination. 

Mr. Halsey was with Mr. Blaine for nearly an 
hour, and when he came away he said he had 
been making “ purely a social ¢all.”’

BANKER MONTGOMERY 
————— 
HE HAD DESTROYED THE HOME OF THE 
MAN WHO KILLED HIM. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 26.—C, E. Montgomery, 
President of the German National Bank, was shot 
and almost instantly killed while sitting at the 
breakfast table in the dining room of the Hotel 
Lincoln, this morning, by W. H. Irvine of Salt 
Lake City,a member of the Utsh Territorial 
Legislature. 

The killing was the result of a liaison between 
Montgomery and Mrs, Irvine. 

Mrs. Irvine formerly lived in Lincoln, and is 


yet a heavy holder of realty here. Mont- 
gxomery, who beara the reputation of a rouéd, 
paid considerable attention to Mrs. Irvine at 
that time, was often seen driving with her, and 
was 8 frequent caller at her home. 

Irvine and Montgomery were jointly inter- 
ested inreal estate deals, and no scandal at- 
tached to the latter’s relations with Mrs. Irvine, 

This morning Montgomery had but seated 
himself when Irvine, who had arrived but two 
hours before from Chicago and had lain in wait 
for his victim, stepped through the doorway, 
and, drawing a revolver, shot Montgomery 
twice in the region of the heart. 

Irvine gave himself up without resistance, 
and as the spectators crowded around him he 
dramatically pulled some letters from his pocket 
and exclaimed: ‘I killed him. He ruined my 
wife and daughter in Chicago, Feb. 6, at the 
Hotel Curtis, and these are the,proofs. Read 
the papers. They tell it all.”’ 

A moment later he collapsed and for several 
hours paced his cell, wringing his‘hands and 
crying Out in an agony of remorse: ‘* Whathave 
Idone? Havelkiiled him? 1 should not have 
done it, but he ruined my home. Read the 
papers, read the papers.”’ 

The affair created a tremendous sensation. 
Montgomery was a widower and was worth half 
ami¥on. Mrs. Irvine is at Bloomington, Il., 
at present. 

The letters Irvine displayed contain a confes- 
sion from the wife of a criminal intimacy dat- 
ing from the Chicago incident. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, May 26.—W. H. Irvine, who 
shot and killed E. E,. Montgomery at Lincoln, 


Neb., this morning. isa highly-respected and 
popular resident of this city, where he is largely 
interested in real estate. 

Hundréds of telegrams of sympathy and prof- 
fering aid were sent him from here to-day, and 
it is expected that a delegation of fifty of the 
most prominent citizens will go from here to 
Lincoln to attend his preliminary examination. 
His victim came here in 1889, and by judicious 
investment amassed a fortune.

j OF CAPT. SAMPSON, 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Every naval officer is 
eoncerning himeelf about what is to become of 
Commodore Walker and the duty to which he is 
likely to be assigned upon his return in a few | 
weeks, and Capt. Sampson, detached from the 
San Francisco and summoned to this city, and 
the deiail that is to be provided for him. 

Capt. Sampson has seen only eighteen months’ 
service afloat, and the order awakens comment. 
‘This is stimulated by the mystery with which 
Navy Department officials surround Sampson’s 
errand to this city. Those who are by their re- 
lations with the Secretary qualified to know the 
intent of the order avoid direct answers. There 
is actually more secrecy maintained in regard 
to Sampson’s future detail than there was over 
any singleincident connected with the Chilean. 
affair. There can be no doubt that the work 


planned for Sampson has been decided upon, 
for the Secretary would hardly consent to bring 
an officer clear across the continent for any- 
thing but a settled project. 

There are those who think Sampson has been 
offered the billet of Chief Intelligence Officer, at 
present occupied by Commander Davis, but this 
detail is hardly of sufficient importance to at- 
tract Sampson. The duty of Judge Advocate 
General, which is now virtually available for 
some one as a successor of Col. Remey, would 
carry not enough emolument with it for Capt. 
Sampson, and he is not regarded by the aspir- 
ants for the office asin any sense a contestant. 
He left the Superintendency of the Naval 
Academy to take command of the San Francisco, 
so he cannot be intended for that desirable 
piace even if Capt. Phythian’s: time had ex-

4 It is more likely that Sampson will be detailed 
as Superintendent of the Naval Observatory, 
although this would necessitate the relief of 
Capt. McNair, the present incumbent, nearly & 
year before the reguiar time. It may be that 
the ramor which found many believers to-day, 
that the head of the Naval War College at New- 
port would be Sampson, will finally prevail. 
Capt. Mahan has this detail now, and as he 
stands excellently with the Secretary as an ex- 
pert inthe theory of war, he will scarcely be 
disturbed. Still less credence is placed in the 
rumor that Sampson will go to the Washington 
Wavy Yard in place of Commodore Skerrett, 
whose three years’ term does not expire for 
eighteen months. This exhausts all the desira- 
ble billets in sight or available. 

A board of Marine Corps officers are to con- 
wene at Philadelphia to examine Capt. L. E. 
Fagin for retirement. The officer bas been on 
leave, and will likely be retired owing to an eye 
trouble. He entered the Marine Corps from 
Pennsylvania in 1862, and was the Jast officer 
of the corps to receive a brevet rank for serv- 
ices during the war of therebellion. His retire- 
ment will promote First Lieut. R. D. Wain- 
wright, who is on duty at the Norfolk Navy 
Ward, to be a Captain, and Second Lieut. E. K. 
Cole, who is attached to the Alliance, to a First 
Lieutenancy. These promotions will make the 
senior First Lieutenant Stephen W. Quacken- 
Dush, who is s son of Admiral Quackenbush 
and on duty in this city, and the senior Second 
Lieutenant Theodore P. Kane, who is on duty 
at Boston, and who is a son of Capt. Kane of the 
New-York Nayy Yard. ; 

The impression that Lieut. 8. C. Lemly will 
be 4 Judge Advocate General of the 
navy, in place of Col. Remey, does not abate. 
The officer has had opportunities during the 
past few months to show the Secretary that he 
‘was capable of doing the work of the office, and 
it ie generally understood that the Secretary has 
recognized the ability of Mr. Lemly. Lieut. Mc- 
Cracken, who is a candidate for the place, has 
returned to the Miantenomob from this city, 
whero he has spent the past two weeks urging 
his candidacy before the department. He has 
presented the influence of the Iowa delegation 
in his behalf, and is making a very earnest fight 
for the detail. 

There is to be an examination held at the Ner- 
folk Navy Yard for filling the place of quarter- 
man electrician.

DISPUTE OF STEAMBOAT COMPANIES FOR 
PRIVILEGES NEAR NIAGARA FALLS. 


NIAGARA FAtis, May 26.—The State Reserva- 
tion Commissioners held a special meeting at 
Niagara Falls yesterday on Bath Island. There 
Were present Commissioners Batchelor and 
Green of New-York, Hodge of Lockport, and 
Biooney of Buffalo. Commissioner Bowers was 
ebsent on account of sickness. 

The report of the Treasurer showed total re- 
ceipts for the year of $15,759.20, and expendi- 
tures of $10,600.63, leaving a surplus of 
$5,153.57. Most of the money expended was 
for the construction of the new roadway on 
Goat Island. Superintendent T. V. Welch re- 
ported the work onthe road progressing in a 
very unsatisfactory manner. The contractor 
Was warned that the terms of the contract 
would be lived up to and $20 per day deducted 


for every day beyond June 1 that the road was 
not completed. 

Mayor George Wright of the Falls, petitioned 
for the privilege of erecting afine building, 
elevators, and bridges, and for the privilege of 
operating the same at the Cave of the Winds for 
a term of nine years. The matter was tabled. 

The question of permitting the Horseshoe 
Steamboat (ompany to land at the wharf at the 
foot of the inclined railway in Prospect Park 
then came up. David F. Day of Buffalo, ap- 
— for the company. Attorney General 

abor, who is also interested in the company, 
Was present. W.C. Ely appeared for the Maid 
of the Mist Company, which operates the only 
steamboat below the Falls. The Horseshoe 
Company argued that the other company was a 
Canadian one,and its boat of foreign build. 
The Commissioners were equally divided in the 
matter. Messrs. Mooney and Hodge voting to 
grant the privilege and Messrs. Batchelor and 
Green to refuse it. The application was there- 
fore rejected. 

The pians of Landscape Engineer Radford for 
laying out the river drive along the main shore, 
although costly and elaborate, were passed and 
he was inatructed to go on with the work, un- 
der the direction of the Executive Committee of 
the board. 

The question of using the landing for the 
Horseshoe Steamboat Company brought outa 
good deal of feeling. Commissioner Mooney 
called it an outrage to permits Canadian com- 
pany to have the exclusive privilege. 

The next meeting of the Commissioners will 
be held in September.

AT TROUT PRESERVES. 


ANGLERS 
AMERICAN FISHERIES SOCIETY’S TRIP 


TO THE SOUTH SIDE CLUB, 


The American Fisheries Society enjoyed yes- 
terday what they say will ever be a red-letter 
day in their annals. In response to the invita- 
tion of the South Side Club, as many of the s0- 
ciety as had not succumbed to the substantial 
dinner or the still more substantial speeches at 
the Holland House the night before took a 
special train from Long Island City at 9:30 A.

aturally enough, such an assemblage “talked 
fish”’ on the journey down, but the talk was of 
an extremely technical and unpicturesque 
nature. All being past masters of the gentle 
craft, those wondrous tales about monstrous 
trout and phenomenal pike were kept in re- 
serve for the uninitiated, and the journey Ws 
whiled away with discussing the mysteries of 
breeding, cross-breeding, hatching, Xo. 

The thirty-odd guests were received at the 
clubhouse by the President, Roland Redmond, 
and the Treasurer, H. P. Slade. 

Before going to the preserves, which were for 
the guests the main object of attraction, a little 
business which had been overlooked in the 
press of the previous night was transacted in 
the club parlors. The resolutions passed in- 
cluded a condemnation of the policy of the 
Central Government in attempting to obtain 

urisdiction over the fishing in the several 

tates, anda condemnation of the use of the 
purse net in the taking of menhaden as being 
conducive to the destruction of food fish. « 

Then all went to the splendid preserves of the 
club, which were pronounced almost unparal- 
leled in the country. The visitors spent @ 
couple of hours in going over all the sections of 
the preserve. 

The South Side Club preserves, which cover 
three-quarters of an acre, are divided into fifty- 
six sections. One of the main features of the 
preserves is the clever arrangement of the 
water supply and its constant oxygenization by 
an ingenious system of pipes, invented by Mr. 
Reilly, the Superintendent of the preserves, and 
improved by Messrs. Redmond and Slade. A 
constant ripple is produced in the water, which, 
besides preventing stagnation, defiects the rays 
of the sun. 

There are in the preserves 60,000 fry, 27,000 
yearling brook trout, 5,000 yearling rainbows 
2,500 old rainbows, and 2,000 two-year-old 
brook trout to be put out in April, 1893. All 
are liver-fed, and the yearlings are unusually 
large, clean, and lively. The club has done 
much for pisciculture, as may be seen from 
the mortuary records of its fish. In 1890 
7,510 fish were killed, weighing 3,003 pounds, 
the total weight of fish killed from 1876 to 1890 
being 29,671 pounds, or 13 tons 571 pounds of 
fish, while in addition some $5,000 worth of 
trout have been sold by the club for market 
purposes or tor stocking other waters. The 
catch for the present season is unprecedented. 
During the first three days of the season an 
average of 35 rods, each rod being limited to 
the killing of 18 brook trout and 12 rainbow 
trout, landed 1,668 fish,weighing 1,454 oe pee 
The heaviest brook trout taken weighed two 
pounds 11 ounces. The total catch from April 
1 to last evening is 5,315 fish, weighing 3,198 
pounds.

THEY DECIDE IN FAVOR OF AN EX- 
HIBIT AT THE WORLD’S FAIR, 


Boston, May 26.—The United States Brewers’ 
Association held their second and last session 
of the annual meeting to-day. 

The special Committee on International Con- 
gress and World's Columbian Exposition recom- 
mended that the whole matter of the brewers’ 
exhibit, suggested by the Board of Trustees, be 
referred to that board with full power to act as 
may appear to K judicious and practical. There 
had been some difference of opinion on this 
matter among members of the association. Dis- 
cussion followed the presentation of the report. 

Henry Clausen, Jr., of New-York moved that 
the sense of the meeting be taken as to the ad- 


visability of having an exhibit and also on hold- 
ing an international congress. The exhibit was 
unanimously approved. 

A count was taken on the holding of an inter- 
national congress resulting in 39.to 20 in favur. 

The special committee’s report was then 
adopted. 

James Liebmann of Brooklyn, N. Y., Treasurer 
of the association, submitted a supplementary 
report to that of the Financial Committee pre- 
sented at yesterday’s session. The report 
showed that the balance in the treasury was 
$74,381.

THE AUCTIONEERS’ SALES ROOM. 
a 
MEMBERS OF THE REAL ESTATE EX- 
CHANGE NOT PLEASED WITH IT. 


Most of the members of the Real Estate Ex- 
change indulged in plain talk yesterday about 
the action of the Judges of the Supreme, Super- 
for, and Common Pleas Courts in directing that 
hereafter sales of real estate, ordered in court 
proceedings, be held at 114 Broadway, where 
the auctioneers’ association has set up its head- 
quarters, instead of at the Exchange. Whether 
the officers of the Exchange wil) attempt to in- 
duce the Judges to reconsiderjtheir action is not 
yet settled, but it is not likely that the effort 
will be made. 

George R. Read, President of the Exchange, 
said that he was amazed atthe decision. It had 
secmed to him incredible that the Judges would 
take such action. When the auctioneers putin 
their petition that the change be made, the Ex- 
change had forwarded a memorial in opposi- 
tion, signed by officers of the great life insgur- 
ance companies, members of the leading law 
firms, representatives of the Astor and other 
large estates, as well as hundreds of men in 
various branches of the real estate business. 
There had been only about forty-six signatures 
to the auctioneers’ petition, but it bad availed 
against the protests of men representing from 
$750,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 

The Exchange, Mr. Read added, itself repre- 
gented a capital of $500,000, and was thorough- 
ly responsible. It had not increased the fees on 
the legal sales which were fixed by law. He 
eharged that the auctioneers’ objections to the 
fees on other sales were due to the fact that 
the Exchange had aimed to prevent fictitious 
transactions. 

The importance of the legal sales, Mr. Read 
said, was not the amount of business involved, 
but the prestige they brought to a salesroom 
from their otticial character. In the average year 
they represented about $2,200 in fees. The Ex- 
phange would thrive without them. 

The auctioneers’ salesroom really meant one 
man’s undertaking, Mr. Read went on, and that 
one man’s influence had prevailed against the 

reat intereste arrayed against the change. 
‘hat ithad was something which seemed to 
him to be out of all reason. 

Other members of the Exchange have said, 
while the Judges had the matter before them, 
that the politival influence of Peter F. Meyer, 
the most active inember of the auctioneers as- 
sociation, was going to be a potent factor in the 
oase. Mr. Meyer is an active Tammany man. 

The auctioneers were very well pleased yes- 
terday with the situation. ‘he first big sale in 
the hall at 111 Broadway will take place on 
June 9, when 529 Bay Kidge lots will be ol- 
fered.

BAPTIST MiSSIONARY UNION. 
THE CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT DISCUSSED 
AND VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCED. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—The last day’s ses- 
sion of the eighteenth anniversary of the 
American Baptist Missionary Union was held 
in the Academy of Music to-day. 

The opening business was the reading of the 
report of the Committee on Missions in China, 
read by the Rev. T. D. Anderson of Providence. 
He stated that the outlook in China was bright 
andthey looked forward, through the provi- 
dence of God, to a successful and progressive 


work in thatcountry. 

The Rev. Dr. Wayland, at the conclusion of 
the reading of the report, presented a resolu- 
tion protesting against the recent Chinese ex- 
glusion legislation as unjust and oppressive and 
threatening to imperil, missionary work in 
China. 

The Rev. Thomas Dixon of New-York con- 
demned the Exclusion bill. He said: 

“J want the Baptists to speak in nv uncertain 
jancuage to the people who have disgraced us and 
jet them know what we think of them. I would 
like tw astuif this document down the throat of the 
President, down the throats of these lawmakers 
who framed euch a paper. As a young man I oall 
upon the young men to refute the disgrace at the 
ballot box.” 

The speaker was greeted with great applause. 

The Rev. Dr. Murdock then called upon those 
@ho were opposed to the Chinese Exclusion act 
to stand and show to President Harrison that 
there were those who were not in sympathy 
with the act passed to “ please the scum of s0- 
ciety on the Pacitic coast.” 

Without a single exception all those present 
stood, and in chorus said *‘ Amen.” 

The Rev. A. G. Boville spoke for the society 
of Canada. He brought down the house when 
he said that Canada was responsible for many 
ofthe prominent men in this country whose 
pames were preceded by Mo or Mac. “ But,” 
said he, “we are not responsible for your Mc- 
Kinley.”

BUSINESS MEN WHO THINK HIS 
NOMINATION IS CERTAIN. 


THE ONLY MAN WITH WHOM THE DEMO- 
CRATIC PARTY CAN HOPE TO WIN— 
TALKS WITH EX-MINISTER STRAUS 


AND EX-GOV. THOMPSON. 

“Why do I advocate the nomination of ex- 
President Cleveland!” said ex-Gov. Thompson 
of South Carolina, the present Controller of the 
New-York Life Insurance Company, yesterday to 
a Timesreporter inreply toa question. “ Be- 
cause I consider him to be the greatest living ex- 
ponent of Democratic principles; because of bis 
great courage and independence; in a word, be- 
pause Cleveland is a leader. There are doubtless 
many other prominent Democrats any one of 
whom could discharge satisfactorily the duties 
pf President, but Mr. Cleveland stands before 
the country as the embodiment of the tariff-re- 
Jorm issue and as a man who under all ciroum- 
stances is steadfast to his convictions of duty. 

“In spite of the fact thatthe Democrats of 
my State of South Carolina in convention passed 
resolutions opposing the ex-President’s nomina 
tion, I firmly believe that he is the choice of the 
majority of the conservative white Democrats 
of the State, andif nominated he will excite 
there as elsewhere more enthusiasm and poll 
more votes than any other Democrat. 

“Six months ago the Democratic Party had 
the clearest, smoothest road to victory that any 
political party ever hadin this country. With 
Cleveland as the candidate and tariff reform the 
issue the Democrats would have swept the 
country. The unwise springing of the silver 
issue has produced some dissensions in the 
ranks of the party, but nevertheless I confident-

Mr. Oscar 8. Straus, ox-Minister to Turkey, is 
® warm admirer of the ex-President. Mr. Straus 
‘was a delegate to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion held at Saratoga last September, and took 
an active part in the fight which resulted in the 
incorporation of an anti-silver, hard money 
plank inthe platform. In speaking yesterday 
of Mr. Cleveland’s availability as a candidate 
and the importance of the party making him 
their standard bearer, Mr. Straus said: 

* Does any one doubt that Mr. Cleveland has 
pre-eminently, more than any other man, raised 
the Democratic Party to the platform of its 
highest principles? Then why should there be 
douvt that he is the choice of the people for 
President? To doubt this isan insult to the in- 
telligence of the Democratic electors of the 
State and the Nation. 

“It sometimes happens that party machinery, 
through talse light, fails to represent the choice 
of the people, but it never has happened that 
such misrepresentation ever led to victory. 
The Presidency is above all others in our system 
the peopie’s office, and this never was clearer 
than at the present time, because the issues be- 
tween the parties are such as are well under- 
stood by the people at large. They have a prac- 
tical application in their every-day affairs. The 
principles of the party, briefiy formulated, are 
tariff reform, honest money, and the economical 
administration of government. These princi- 
ples have the support notonly of the Democrats 
per se, but of that large detached element who 
are Democrats, per Cleveland. 

“ Among all the men whose names have been 
or can be suggested for the Democratic nomi- 
nation no one stands to-day so pre-eminently 
the advocate, the exponent, and the embodi- 
ment of these great principles as Mr. Cleveland.

The 
Democratic Party ison the eve of reaping the 
reward of his unseltish patriotism.

“The large Democratic majority in this State 
last Fall is siznificant in that the contest was 
waged principally in recognition of its influence 
and importance as involving the fate of the 
parties in the coming national election. For 
that reason the Democratic Convention at Sara- 
toga incorporated the national issues in its piat- 
form. Need any stronger proof be cited that 
the convention at Albany entirely misinter- 
preted the will of the party by its designed 
omission to refer to Mr. Cleveland’s Adminis- 
tration, and in its gross error in not recom- 
mending him as the party’s nominee in this 
Btate, than the extraordinary turn of the tide 
as shown by the county and town elections 
of this Spring! In the short space of six 
months the entire Democratic majority was 
completely overwhelmed. The factis pointed to 
that at different critical periods of our history a 
dark horse has shown himself to be the strong- 
est candidate, and therefore perhaps the oxpert 
ment might be repeated at Chicago with ad- 
Vantage. A little reflection shows that at such 
times there was no pivotal man to whom the 
party looked, no one man whose wisdom, fore- 
sicht, and courage became the measure of the 
party’s strength. It must be borne in mind that 
the Democrats throughout the country are 
clamoripg for Cleveland, not because he is from 
New-York, but because he is the idol of the 
masses and carries with him, as no other man 
does, the confidence of the people.”’ 

James T. Woodward, President of the Han- 
over National Bank, said: “I believe in Mr.

KELLY “GETS HIS DANDER UP.” 


SAYS HE’LL HIRE NON-UNION MEN TO 
PAVE THIRD AVENUE. 


There is some prospect at last of a settile- 
ment ofthe pavers’ strike in this city, and ina 
manner that will not prove very satisfactory to 
the strikers. William Kelly, who has the con- 
tract for paving Third Avenue, from Fifty-ninth 
to Forty-second Street, left for Buffalo yester- 
day with the announced intention of securing 
non-union workmen to finish the section of his 
contract, extending down from Forty-seventh 
to Forty-second Street, on which his men struck 
when the stoneworkers’ troubles first began. 

H. C, Meyers, who isthe foreman on Kelly’s 
work, said yesterday, speaking for Mr. Kely: 

“We have determined not to have anything 
more to do with the union. We always treated 
the men fairly, employed none but members of 
the union, and did everything that was asked of 
us, and the return we getis that we are left in 
the lurch because certain men whom we have 
never seen getinto trouble with certain other 


men, who are likewise strangers to us. We have 
begun with non-union pavers torelay the old 
stones ordered down by Commissioner Gilroy, 
and the men have given entire satisfaction. We 
shall continue until the street is entirely closed 
up, which will probably be by Saturday. 

““On Monday or Tuesday we expect to put a 
force of 200 men at work on the new pavement. 
Our plan is to work down from the point now 
completed at Forty-seventh Street. We will 
tear upthe temporary pavement which we are 
now laying a8 we go. In this way traffic will at 


plaint will be obviated. We will not emptor a 
union man under any consideration. A number 
of them have applied for work on the relaying 
of the old stones, but we have declined their 
services, 

“There will be no trouble in getting all the 
men we want in Buffalo. Pavers there get 25 
cents an hour, while here we pay $4.50 a day 
for eight snd a half hours’ work. No man will 
refuse this big advance in wages, whether he 
happens to belong to a union or not. 

“The strikers have taken all sorts of advan- 
tage of us, notwithstanding that we were en- 
tirely innocent parties to the trouble. Among 
other things, they circulated stories among the 
merchants along the avenue in order to induce 
them to complain to Mr. Gilroy. Mr. Kelly is 
not likely to forget this in a hurry.” 

At the strikers’ headquarters the leaders were 
undismayed ty Mr. Meyers’s statements. They 
said, as they had said all along, that it was im- 
- — to get non-union pavers in this or any 

ther city, and ridiculed the assertion titat 200 
men would be at work on the Kelly contract 
next week. Secretary Grant added that even if 
this were true, or, even worse, if the union men 
themselves went back to work on the blacklisted 
stone it would have little effect on the issue of 
the strike at the quarries. There the men were 
bound to stand firm, with the result that there 
would soon be no blooks cut for the contracts in 
this city on which either union or non-union 

avers could work. The men were satisfied at 

he outlook, as the disaffection in the Manufact- 
urera’ Association was growing. Soon, he pre- 
dicted, the association would go all to pieces. 

Secretary Grant, accompanied by Messrs. Mc- 
Nair and Brown of the strikers’ committee, 
called on District Attorney Nicoll in the after- 
noonin relation to the charges of conspiracy 
made against the manufacturers. They submit- 
ted a lot of dooumentary evidence in support of 
their charges, and left the names of a numberof 
witnesses whom they desired to have appear 
before the Grand Jury. Mr. Nicoll promised 
eo he would look into the evidence without

ME GELDNER MET A STRANGER.

IT cost HIM $600, BUT HE IS LIKELY 
TO GET REVENGE. 


Detective Sergeants Mulvey, Mulry, and Reap 
have worked up a very interesting confidence 
case during thelast few days. The result is 
that Charles W. Affleck. alias “The Kid,” and 
Charles Henderson, alias “ Red Johnson,” are 
in the hands of the New-Jersey authorities and 
will soon be in Sing Sing. 

In the early part of last March, Charles Geld- 
ner, a merchant of Venezuela, came to this city 
to receive medical treatment. He brought with 


him $1,000 in cash. He deposited $600 in the 
Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank. 

On May 10 Mr. Geldner was ready to return to 
Venezuela, and, hearing that the Red D Line 
steamer Venezuela was to sail May 13, he started 
from his Harlem boarding house tothe com- 

any’s Office in South Street. On his way down 

own Mr. Geldner stopped in Central Park to 
see the animals. While looking at the menagerie 
he was approached by a well-dressed stranger, 
who looked like a business man. Geldner and 
the stranger fell into conversation, and Geldner 
said he was about to sail for South America. 
The stranger said he was going to make a ship- 
ment of machinery to South America. 

Further conversation developed the remark- 
able coincidence that the stranger’s machinery 
and Geldner were bound for the same port on 
the same vessel. The two men left the park 
and had several drinks. They wentdown town 
together, Geldner to buy his tickete and the 
stranger to make arrangements about loading 
his machinery. 

On the way Geldner asked the stranger to go 
to the bank while he drew $600. This was done, 
and they started toward the steamship com- 
pany’s office. When in front of 135 Front 
Btreeta second stranger came up to Stranger 
No. 1 and demanded $600 for the transporta- 
tion of the machinery to Venezuela. Stranger 
No. 1 said he did not have the money, 
but he had a thousand-dollar bond. 
fie asked Geldner to loan him $600 and keep 

he bond for security. The money was loaned 
and paid to Stranger No. 2, who disappeared. 
Stranger No. 1 then said he would go to the As- 
tor House, where, he said, his family was stay- 
ing, and get the $600 and return it to Geldner. 
He told his victim to await his return. 

After waiting half an hour Geldner told a po- 
liceman of the transaction. The officer sent him 
to Police Headquarters. 

Chief Inspector Steers detailed the three de- 
tectives to workup the case. The detectives 
had Geldner go on board the steamer May 138 as 
it he were going to Venezuela. They then smug- 
§ ed him ashore. The confidence men were no

arrested in Hoboken while they were attempt- 
ing to swindle a countryman. 6 descriptions 
of two of them agreed with Geldner’s descrip- 
tions of the men who robbed him.

County Jail and Geldner recognized in Affleck 
and Henderson the two men Who robbed him. 
The detectives recognized both men as old 
prison birds and are elated at the capture. 

This is the first time in many years that both 
robber and robbed in a confidence case have 
been brought together. Affieck is No. 1,231 in 
the Rogues’ Gallery at Police Headquarters. 

The men will be indicted in this county and a 
requisition will be obtained from Gov. Flower. 





Says Mrs. Burger Was Kidnapped.

TO KEEP WANSER FROM COMMAND. 





HOW NEW-JERSEY BRIGADE CHANGES 
AFFECT HIS CANDIDACY. 


Major Gen. Plume, the commander of the 
National Guard of the State of New-Jersey, 
issued an astonishing order yesterday under 
date of May 21. In the midst of alotof direc- 
tions concerning the arrangement of the com- 
panies in the National Guard appear paragraphs 
authorizing the consolidation of the Second and 
Fourth Regiments into one regiment, and the 
First and Second Battalions, Company G, First 
Regiment, and Company B, Fourth Regiment, 
into another. z 

The Fourth Regiment is one of the crack regi- 
ments of the State, and Col. Peter F. Wanser, 


the Republican reform Mayor of Jersey City, is 
its commandant. 

The Second Regiment is a straggling kind of 
an affair, commanded by Col. Edwin A. Stevens, 
with headquarters at Hoboken. The order de- 
stroys the autonomy of both the regiments 
and, as it were, legislates the officers out 0 
their places. 

The order is no doubt part of a scheme to de- 
feat the election of Col. Wanser to the command 
of the First Brigade as successor of the late 
Gen. Speele. 

It is the duty of Major Gen. Plume to call the 
field officers of the regiments in the brigade to- 
gether at a designated time and place, and the 
court thus made up selects the rigadier Gen- 
eral by ballot. Gen. Steele has been dead for 
six or seven weeks, and the fgilure of Plume up 
to this time to order the assembling of the mil- 
itary court has aroused no end of speculation 
and criticism. 

The candidates for the vacant Generalship at 
the start were Col. Campbell of the First Regi- 
ment at Newark and Col. Barnard of the Fifth 
Regiment, also of Newark. Campbell seemed to 
bein the lead till Col. Wanser’s friends urged 
him to get in. They made so lively and ener- 
getic a canvass for him that it is now known he 
has secured eleven of the seventeen votes in the 
military caucus. If the caucus were called to- 
day he would therefore be elected by a hand- 
some majority. 

The moment it became known that Col. Wan- 
ser had become the favorite, Gov. Abbett inter- 
posed. Wanser is a Le pear more than 
that, he is the Republican who defeated 
Abbett’s big lieutenant in the Jersey City May- 
oralty contest. No man who could have been 
chosen could have been more distasteful per- 
sonally to the Governor. The Governor even 
went so far as to ask Gen. Plume to delay the 
call of the court till he had time to put sufficient 
pew on the voting militiamen to assure 

anser’s defeat. 

Wanser's friends have withstood all the pres- 
sure, and the Governors work against him 
counted for nothing till Gen. Plume’s order of 
yesterday put a new phase on the controversy. 

The practical disbandmentof the Fourth Regi- 
ment retires the officers, of course, and so the 
order may disqualify Col. Wanser as a candi- 
date. It at _ rate reduces the number of 
votes in the military caucus and robs Col. Wan- 
ser of the votes of his fellow-officers of the 
Fourth Regiment. 

Plume’s action is likely to create some excite- 
ment among the soldier boys and make him 
even more unpopular than he is. 

The order retires Cols. Campbell, Barnard, 
and Stevens as well as Col. Wanser. There will 
be three new regiments of twelve companies 
each, three battalions each, and three new 
Colonels will have to be elected. The scheme 
in the State House is to elect Stevens Colonel of 
the consolidated Second and Fourth Regiments, 
and Campbell in Newark.

AN ADDRESS CONDEMNING HILL’S USURP- 
ING METHODS. 


An address tothe Democrats of Westchester 
County has been issued by the Democratic Pro- 
visional Committee, with headquarters at Mount 
Vernon, urging the voters to assert their inde- 
pendence and to enroll themselves as opponents 
against autocratic methods in party leadership. 

It sete forth that the essential principle of the 
Democratio Party is that the voters shall con- 


troland direct their own organization, which 
exists to obey their will. 

In calling the midwinter convention, the ad- 
dress says the Democratic State Committee 
violated fundamental Democratic principles. It 
declares: 

“Within the past few yoars that committee 
has ceased to represent the Democratic voters 
of this State and has become the willing instru- 
ment of three or four men who have controlled 
the machine and whose principal object has 
been to advance the ambitions of one man.

It was intended by snap 
methods to make it appear to the National Con- 
vention that David B. Hill is the unanimous 
choice of the Democrats of New-York, and that 
Grover Cleveland and his Administration are 
already wholly forgotten. It is to show to the 
country that this ie untrue, and that the State 
Committee and its Albany Convention do not 
represent them, that nearly 200,000 Democrats 
have enrolled themselves.”’ 

The address says that the Democratic State 
Convention at Syracuse, May 31, will demon- 
strate that the Democrats of the State did not 
speak their mind through the snap convention.

DRUGGISTS ENTER A PROTEST. 


THEY OPPOSE A MEASURE TO “IMPROVE 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH.” 


The drug trade section of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation has filed a protest with the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives against the measure intro- 
duced by Mr. Meredith, (Dem., Va.,) entitled “A 
bill toincrease the revenue and improve the 
public health, and for other purposes.” 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to create a board of medical and chemical 


experts, empowered to fix all standards of 
drugs and medicines sold in the country. With- 
out its sanction no drug or medicine may be 
sold. The bill also provides for licenses for man- 
ufacturers and handlers of patent medicines, ata 
cost of $96 a year each, for revenue stamps to 
be used on the medicine bottles, representing 5 

r cent. of their retail value, and for decisions 

y the board as to the healthfulness of proprie- 
tary articles. 

The salary of members of the board is fixed at 
$3,000, except in the case of its President, who 
is to get $3,500. For each violation of the pro- 
vision regarding stamps a fine of $100 is to be 
im posed. 

In objecting to the bill as “‘ unnecessary, un- 
just, discriminating, and impracticable,” the 
drug section says it represents every jobbing 
drug house in New-York, together with many 
—— chemists, perfumers, and im- 

rs. 

The drug men have had a “tip” from Wash- 
ington that the bill is likely to pass the House. 
If it gets to the Senate, however, it is pretty 
eure to suffer amendment, inasmuch as the pre- 
amble to the measure says: 

“There exists a defloit in the revenues caused by 
extravagance and recklessness of the Republican 
majority in the Fifty-first Congress, and it becomes 
necess to raise additional revenue to meet the ex- 

nses of the Government and the constantly-increas- 

& pension claims.” 

This statement is hardly likely to suit the ma- 
jority in the Senate.

THE PRINCESS DOLGOROUKY.

The Princess Lily Dolgorouky, who has made 
quite a name in her own country as a violinist, 
reached here yesterday on the steamer Waes- 
land, and is now at the Westminster Hotel. 

Although the Princess is a Spaniard by birth, 
she is to all intents a Russian, as all her life has 
been spent in Russia.

THE WESTERN UNION’S STATEMENT AS 
TO THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


Inquiries have been made of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company as to the telegraphic 
facilities at Minneapolis which it will have for 
the business of the approaching Republican 
Convention. The company has, therefore, put 
out the statement that it expects, in the 
light of its experience at former conventions, to 
be able to handle the dispatches of the news- 
papers with reasonable promptness. It has 
gone to a very large expense in providing addi- 
tional copper wires especially for the conven- 
tion, which will be largely in excess of its needs 
for the normal business of Minneapolis when 
the convention is over. 

Should there bea very large amount of spe- 
cial news dispatches, it will, of course, not have 
the resources to draw upon thatit would have 
had ifacentral place like Chicago or 8t. Louis 
had been chosen for the convention. The offi- 
clals ofthe company are, however, all expert- 
enced in this class of service, and the arrange- 
ments at the hall will be so carefully made and 
carried out that all tiie newspapers will be 
treated with fairness and strict impartiality 
and the wires worked to their utmost capacity. 

There is no apprehension of any serious de- 
lays, but the company is anxious to avoid any 
complaints or criticisms if demands are made 
upon it that, under the circumstances, it may be 
impossible to meet. Itis also stated thatif the 
correspondents of newspapers will communi- 
cate with the officers of the company at the 
hall, they will be advised of the condition of the 
service, which will enable them to co-operate 
with the company, to the advantage of every 
one concerned. 





Cheaper Fares to Coney Island. 

Thé cast-iron agreement by which all the rail- 
roads extending from Brooklyn to Coney Island 
have been bound during the past three years 
bas expired, and, as a result, Brooklyn people 
will find the fares tothe beach reduced very 
materially. 

The Manhattan Beach Road now sells exour 
sion tickets from Flatbush Avenue for 30 cents 
instead of 40 cents, the old fare.

HOT DEBATE OVER METHODIST CHURCH 
NEWSPAPERS — PAYING MISSIONARY 
BISHOPS—A SCHEME FOR CHURCH 
INSURANCE. 


Omana, Neb., May 26.—“ Blest be the Tie That 
Binds” was the hymn sung at the opening of 
tho last day of the Methodist Episcopal General 
Conference this morning. Bishop Fitzgerald 
was inthe chair. It was evident that some of 
the delegates had already taken their depart- 
ure, for there was anumber of vacant seats in 
the hall. 

Bishop Andrews, from the Sifting Committee, 
reported that the committee appointed the 
evening before had done some vigorous 
slaughtering of insignificant reports, but the re- 
ports consigned to the waste basket would 
never be missed. The committee recommended 
that the reports touching the Book Concern be 
first considered, for they had to do with matters 
of business that must be attended to. 

Dr. Hunt of the New-York Book Concern took 
the floor to state several points in the law gov- 
erning the Book Concern that needed to be dis- 
entangled. The reportof the Book Committee 
adopted the previous day had ran against some 
previous rules in the discipline that needed to 
be adjusted harmoniously. The principal point 
that Dr. Hunt wanted cleared up was the change 
made in paying the miasionary*Bishops. Dr. 
Hunt is Treasurer of the Missionary Society, and 
as the conference had voted to take the salary 
of the missionary Bishops out of the missionary 
fund instead of the episcopal fund, Dr. Hunt 
wanted to have some instructions as to how and 
when and how much ho should remit to the 
missionary Bishops. 

The Committee on Book Concern was in- 
structed to fix the salary of the missionary 
Bishops and to instruct Dr. Hunt how the funde 
should be remitted. Bishop Taylor has been 
and is very much averse to taking his salary out 
of the missionary funds. He holds that thie will 
cripple the work in Africa if taken as an indica- 
tion that the Missionary Society is obliged to 
support the missionary Bishops rather than the 
Church. 

The Committee on the State of the Church re- 
ported in favor of theappointment of a commis- 
sion consisting of three Bishops, three min- 
isters, and three laymen to consider the 
advisability of the organic union of all the 
Methodist Churches .in the United States. The 
report was adopted. 

Indorsements asked for the Rocky Mountain 
Advocate of Denver and the Nebraska Ohristian 
Advocate of Omaha were accorded, but stirred 
up ahotfight. Dr. Buckley made a vehement 
speech in which he deciared ita@nfair for certain 
localities to be permitted té support private 
papers, with the General Conference indorse- 
ment, aud at the same time to receive @ propor- 
tionate share of the funds distributed to the of- 
ficial papers. 

Dr. Maxfield of Omaha charged that some of 
the high officials in the conference who had 
been elected by the unanimous vote of the con- 
ference were abusing their position by striking.a 
blow at the brethren of Omaha, who had been 
the willing servants of the conference for a 
whoie month. He declared that an effort had 
been made to cut the throat of the Omaha 
paper. 

An effort was made by the Book Committee to 
make it more dillicult for the independent 
Church papers to get the indorsement of the 
annual conferences. Dr. Parl Cranston made a 
vigorous speech in favor of taking better care 
of the official papere. Dr. Queal introduced a 
resolution to have publishers of private Church 
papers report the protit of their papers to the 
Generai Conference and to have a part of the 
protite paid into the benevolent funds. Dr. Fisk 
of Michigan called attention to the fact that all 
of the superannuated funds did not come from 
the profits of the official papers. A large pro- 
portion came from the sale of books. 

It was a fight between the friends of the offi- 
cial papers and the independent papers. The 
tormer wanted it made necessary for private 
church papers to get the indorsement of two 
annual conferences before they could have an 
editor elected by an annual conference. This 
proposition was vigorously combated by the 
friends of the private papers. The whole ques- 
tion was finally laid on the table. 

Dr. D. M. Moore made a desperate effort to 
get the woman question before the conference. 
He moved that the rules be suspended to take 
up the discussion of the admission of women 
into the Generali Conferenee. The motion to 
suspend the rules required a two-thirds vote. 
It failed to carry. The galleries were filled with 
women, who appeared to be very much disap- 
pointed. The woman question had to wait the 
regular order. 

Dr. J. 8 Peck arose to a question of privilege. 
He announced that a Nebraska minister had 
contributed $1,000 to the deaconess cause, and 
another, a very wealthy mah, had authorized 
him to say that he would contribute $1,000,000 
for missions during his life. This statement was 
received with applause. 

The Committes on Missions then brought in 
a@ report on the attitude of the Church with re- 
lation to polygamy. 1t declarod that the Church 
should, under no circumstances, admit — one 
who had not entirely abandoned the practice of 
polygamy. The report was adopted. 

A long discussion took place over the matter 
of chureh insurance. he committee recom- 
mended that the matter should be referred to 
the Church Extension Soolety, but others 
favored the organization of a special commis- 
sion to consider the organization of a church 
insurance society. A substitute for the report 

of the committee recommended the organiza 
tion of an insurance society within the Ohurch. 
Dr. Buckiey and others favored the idea of 
organizing an insurance society similar to those 
conduc by the Wesleyan Church in England. 
The subatitute was adopted. This provided for 
the appointment of a commission on insurance 
to report a plan of insurance at the next Gen- 
eral Conference. 

On motion of Dr. Bristol the conference con- 
gratulated the United States Congress upon the 
action taken a few days ago, by which the five- 
million-dollar appropriation to the World’s Fair 
was conditioned upon the proposition that no 
intoxicating liquors should be sold on the 


grounds. 

The Judiciary Committee brought in several 
important reports upon appeals taken by per- 
sone who had been tried upon charges and who 
had heid that they had not been fairly dealt 
with in the rulings of the Bishops All the 
Bishops were sustained by the conference in 
their rulings. 

Now, atlast, the woman question got into the 
conference. The Judiciary Committes reported 
that the word “laymen” in the Discipline did 
not mean both sexes, but that it had Preference 
to menonly. The committes did not mean to 
take the ground that the women should not be 
admitted, but simply that the meaning of the 
word “laymen” a6 it was placed in the Disci- 
pling years ago did not include women. 

Dr. D. H. Moofe, the women’s champion, of- 
fered sa substitute declaring that the plan of 
lay delegation was nota constitution ues- 
tion but it might be decided by tho action of the 
General Conference, and therefore that the 
General Conference might decide the right to 
admit women to the General Conference with- 
outa constitational chan He held further 
that the word “laymen” did mean women as 
wellasmen. The term might have been ap- 
plied only tomen at the time the words were 
a put by al] justice and right the term 
ought to be applied to both men aud women. 

Dr. Kynott did not agree with the report. He 
held that the word “laymen” meant both 
women and men. 

Dr. Hamilton offered an amendment providing 
that the annual conferences should vote upon 
the proposition to the word hapa 
mean men only,and, in case the proposition was 
not carried by 8 two-thirds vote, then the word 
“laymen” should thereafter mean both men 
aud women. This was a great hit’ It was re- 


ecived with hearty applause. 
Dr. J. M ‘Buckley rolled outa vigoroug apeech 
going to show that the word ‘‘laymen” never 


t women. He wanted women to 
come in tairly if they came in at all. 


Drs. Ham- 
iltop and Moore, he said, were trying to get the 
women inte the conference by a trick. this 
eflort it would place a stain upon the 
record of men who ted such a scheme, 
and would be a questionable right anted to 
the women. There was grt applause at the 
close of his speech, mingled with cries of ‘‘No, 
Noi” friends of the women. 

Dr. id of beld that the ad- 
mission of women W Ve the young men 
and boys.out of the Chareh. He —_— for the 
young men, he said, by arging eonference 
and all the women of the Church not to insist 
upon admitting women. 

Dr. Bristol was op to the scheme pro- 
posed by Dr. Hamilton. held that the wo- 
men should not come in by Jugglery. Let them 
come in by a vote of the ann conferences or 
notatall This, he said. was the only way by 
which the women éomé into the Genoral 
Conference in & constitutional menzer. A mo- 
tion was made to lay Dr. Hamilton’s amend- 
ment on the table. It was not carried. 

Dr. Hamilten’s amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 284 to 174. The result was tumultu- 
ously applauded. 

The question was divided. Dr. Moore's part 
of the paper was laid oh the table, Dr. Hamil- 
ton’s substitute was then ado d by a vote of 
241 to 160, to take the place of all other parts 
of the paper and be submitted to the annual 
conferences. The victory was greeted by a long 
b of applause. 

resolution was submitted to ask the annual 
conterence to reduce the ratio of represéntation 
from one delegate for each forty-five ee 
to one for every ninety ministers in the annu 
eonferences.

ANNA DICKINSON LOSES, 


—_ 
HER SUIT AGAINST CLARKSON AND 
OTHERS DISMISSED. 


The suit brought by Miss Anna Dickinson 
against the members of the National Republican 
Committee to secure $1,250, the balance re- 
maining on a contract which she alleges she 
made with Mr. Clarkson for her services in the 
campaign of 1888, was resumed before Judge 
Truax in Part ILI. of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday. 

The action was dismissed by the Judge on the 
ground that the Laws of 1842 contain a provis- 
jon that any contract for the payment of 
moneys to any person who stipulates to sia in 
the election of a State or Fedoral candidate 
shall be void in the State of New- York. 

A large crowd was present when the case 
opened yesterday. Miss Dickinson was called 
to the stand by Col. Bliss, counsel for the de- 
feuse. He endeavored to elicit the fact from 
her that her contract Was not a personal one 
with. Messrs. Clarkson, Fessenden, and the other 
members cf the National Committee with whom 
she negotiated, but a contract with the organi- 
zation known as the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

Miss Dickinson, who was much calmer in her 
demeanor than on the preceding day of the 
trial, maintained strenuously that there was no 
mention whatever of the committee in the ne- 
gotiations, but thatthe gentlemen who desired 
to secure her services acted apparently in an 
entirely personal character in giving her their 
words of honor that, in the event of Harrison’s 
election, they would increase the sum which she 
would receive on the basis of $125 each for 
thirty lectures to $5,000. 

“ Gentlemen of the jury,” said Col. Bliss, “ it 
appears to <« that, consider the fact that 

iss Dickinson did a thousand per cent. more 
injury than good in the speeches which she de- 
livered, the gentlemen named in the indictment 
displayed great generosity in paying her $3,750, 
the entire sum for the fifteen leotures,when she 
had delivered only thirty of them. It is rare, 
gentlemen of the jury, that such a generous 
spirit is displayed.” 

“I deny that there was any generosity about 
ity’ said Mise Dickinson, quickly. ‘“ When, a 
week before the Presidential election, I was 
paid the $3,750 by Treasurer Dudley, I received 
the congratulations of the whole committee 
upon the good my serviceshad done. There 
was no indication from them that there was any 
dissatisfaction.” 

While this tilt was in progress Judge Truax 
wae noticed to\be reading very earnestly some 
old law books that he a sentfor. When Miss 
Dickinson had concluded be slowly and deliber- 
ately announced that he should have to dismiss 
the action on the ground that the contract, no 
matter what the nature of its provisions, was 
illegal, according to the laws of the State. He 
then read the law previously alluded to regard- 
ing the illegality of any expenditure of moneys 
for election purposes except to carry sick vot 
ers to voting stalls. 

Mr. A. H. Hummel, Miss Dickinson’s counsel, 
saw thathis case was lost, and became some- 
what excited jin his argument that the law had 
beeh a dead letter for many years. Judge 
Truax replied that the law had been recently 
suszained. 

“If the Republican Party wants to plead: the 
baby act,” said Mr. Hummel, “and deprive Miss 
Dickinson of what she is justly entitled to, it is 
welcome to the $1,250 with interest.” 

Mr. Hammel then requested that a juror be 
withdrawn in order that he might amend the 
—~ ar This Judge Truax refused to per- 
m 

“The case is dismigsed,” he said. “The case 
cannot be amended, but a new action oan be 
brought.” 

Miss Dickinson was quite cool and collected 
when Mr. Hummel turned to her and told her 
the case was lost. She rose slowly and. with a 
look of deep pain left the courtroom in company 
ofthe dozen or 80 women who were with her 
when the trial opened. 





THE LINES MEMORIAL HOUSE. 


LAYING OF THE CORNERSTONE WITH 
APPROPRIATE CEREMONIES. 


Yesterday afternoon the cornerstone of the 
Emily Bruce Lines Memorial Parish House of 
the Church of the Beloved Disciple was laid by 
the rector of the church, the Rev. 8. Gregory 
Lines. The house adjoins the church on ‘Eighty- 
ninth Street, near Madison Avenue. A large 
number of persons witnessed the impressive 
ceremony. 

At4 o’clock the procession started from the 
churoh. At the head walked a Vestryman. 
et came a crucifer, with an acolyte on each 
side. 

Following were the visiting and assisting cler- 
gymen, in surplice and beretta. They were the 
kev. Dr.John Brown of St. Thomas’s, the Rev. 
Dr. John W. Shackloford, formerly of the 
Church of the Redeemer; the Rev. Dr. Tuttle of 
St. Luke’s, the Rev. Dr. Newland Maynard, Dr. 
Davis, assistant rector at the Church of the Dis- 
ciple; the Rev. Dr. Thomas P. Hughes, formerly 
of the Church of the Hely Sepulchre; the Kev. 
Dr. Peter MacFarlane, the Rev. Father Sturgis 
Allen, the Rev. Honry Sill of 8t. Chrysostom’s, 
and the Rey. Dr. Henry A. Adams of the Church 
of the Redeemer. 

Followi them came a vested choir of forty 
men and boys, and the Rev. 8. Gregory Lines, 
rector, Walked atthe rear of the column. As 
they walked the choir sang, and at the parish 
house Dr. Lines took his place at the corner- 
ssone, which was laid in place. There was a 
short service of song, response, and prayer. 

Then the heavy stone was swung above its 
resting place, disclosing the hollow space be- 
neath. In this WN ee oe | placed a tin box. 
The box contain the Prayer Book and 
Hymaual of the late Mrs. Lines, her photograph, 
late church papers, parish papers, and other 
parish publications, badges of parish societies 
and guilds, daily papers, church almanac, dioc- 
esan journal, a book containing the history and 
a description of the parish house, coins, and the 
nameés on parchment of all contributors to the 
Parish House Fund 

The cornerstone was then laid in mortar in 
its place, and Dr. Lines, ri it with a 
trowel three times, declared it laid. 

Dr. Lines used a silver trowel made for the 
occasion and presented to him by the Vestry of 
the church. 4 

The procession then returned to the church, 
where the festival choral even song was sung 
and the evening service rendered, with the as- 
sistance of the Rev. Peter MacFarlane, the 
Rev. Thomas P. Hughes, and the Rev. John 
Brown. 

The lot on which the house stands and $10,000 
of ray dn aang fund are the gift of Miss Caro- 
line man. iss Talman also built the pres- 
ent church in memory of her father and mother. 
It was dedicated in 1873. 

The parish houee is erected in memory of the 
wife of the rector, the Rev. 8. Gregory Lines. 
She died July 7,1891. The house provides a 
meeting room foreach guild and society con- 
nected with the church, a largé lecture room 
for use as a Sun -school room, a gymnasium, 
and janitor’s and ping apartments. 





PUTTING UP COAL PRICES. 


ACTION OF EASTERN AND WESTERN 
SALES AGENTS. 


Meetings of the Eastern and Western sales 
agents of the anthracite coal companies wore 
held in this city yesterday, the Western men as- 
sembling at the Fifth Avenue Hotel in the morn- 
ing and the others at 1 Broadway in the after- 


noon. At the uptown meeting prices were 
advanced 25 cents a ton for all sizes of coal 
shipped by lake from Buffale or Erie or by rail 
west of Buffalo. 

All the companies were represented at the 
session of th astern agents, who decided in 
favor of an advance of 15 cents a ten on the 
chestnut size, but made no change as to the 
other sizes. The schedule for June thus shows 
these Sgayes: Grate, $3.75 a ton; egg, $3.90;

MORE TRIALS OF THE DESTROYER’S 
WATER PROJECTILES. 


EFFORTS TO REDUCE THEIR DEFLEC- 
TION APPARENTLY: UNSUCCESSFUL— 
THE SECOND SHOT FAILED THROUGH 
LEAKAGE. 

The Government Torpedo Board yesterday 
continued its experiments with the submarine 
gup of the Ericsson torpedo boat, the Destroyer, 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Two more ot the 
cigar-shaped projectiles were fired under the 
surface of the water in tie new wooden dry 
dock. > 

The nets which were used were much lighter 
than those used in the previous trials and 
heavier charges of powder were employed, but 
these altered conditions did not. produce the 
hoped-for results. ay 


The force of the projectile was somewhat in-- 


creased, but its course was as erratic as before. 
Both shells sank when their force was spent 
The second one traveled only 200 feet. 

In the experiments of last Friday and Satur- 
day, and on Monday of this week, thé submarine 
gun was charged with twenty-five pounds of 
sphero-hexagonal powder... The nets, of which 
there were six, suspended in the-water of the 
dry dock at intervals of 100 feet, directly in the 
line of the shots, were 40 feet long by 20 feet 
deep, and were made of manila cordage about 
one-quarter of an inch in G@iameter, The cord- 
age was new, andon the third day’s trial it was 
found that the nets had shrunk, or “‘kinked” up, 
so thatsomeof them hung only eleven feet under 
water, thus leaving a clearspace of from nine to 
fifteen feet between the net and the bottom of 
the dock. The projectiles were armed with two 
or four sharp blades on their nose, to enable 
them to cut through the nets without impeding 
their progress appreciably. 

So unsatisfactory were the results of the first 
four shots that the Torpedo Board resolved to 


try alighter net, in order to reduce to a min- 
imum the chance of deflecting the projectile. 

The oid nets were taken up and new ones put 
down in their places. The new nets were 40 fees 
by 25, and made of small twine, like that used 
in the large campaign banners which are strung 
across the streets. 

In order further to lessen the tendenc 
to deflect the new nets were heavily weigh 
there being two thirty-two-pound shot an 
eleven ten-pound lead sinkers slong the lower 
ledge of each net 

It was calculated that a stable surface of re- 
sistance would thus be provided, with no chance 
for the net to move m side to side, or iu the 
direction in which the projectile was traveling. 
The charge of powder was incre to thirty 
pounds. Under all these © conditions, 
with an increased propulsive force, and with 
firmly set and practically unobstructing timing 
nets, it was hoped that more favorable results 
would be obtained, and that the projectile 
coald be driven more nearly along the ed 
course. 

The experts of the Ericsson Coast-Defense 
Company contributed their share to the altering 
of conditions by ape | anew at the flanges 
on the tail of tbe shells and changing the buoy- 
ancy of the shells. They declined to say whether 
they had decreased or increased the amount of 
buoyancy, and the members of the Torpedo 
Board were equally reticent. 

“ Wedo not want them to know in England 
what we are doing to our projectile,”’ said Civil 
Engineer Lassoe of the Ericsson Coast-Defense 
Company. 

Hereafter the nature of the alterations made 
to the projectile and the gun will be kept a 
secret and will not be revealed untilthe Torpedo 
tow makes its report to the Secretary of the 

vavy. 

At yesterday morning’s trial of the subma- 
rine gun there were present as spectators Com- 
modore Erben, Commandant of the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, and several other officers of the 
yard. The signal to fire was given at 10:45 
o’clock, and as the projectile rushed from the 
muzzle of the gun at the bow of the Destroyer, 
seven feet under the surface of the water, there 
Was the usual commotion of the water, and the 
shell could be seen as it darted toward the first 
net. 

It rose toward the surface at the first net, 100 
feet from the boat, cut through the net at a 
point to the right of the centre mark, kept on a 
slightly rising course to the second net, still 
pursuing its course to the right; then plus od 
on a downward course to and throngh the third 
net, still bearing to the right at a constantly 
increasing angle, and took a slight upward turn 
and whisked back toward its original course at 
the fourth net. 

Just beyond the fourth netit jumped clear 
out of the water, rising above and sinking again 
below the surface like a huge porpoise, and it 
was on the downward plunge when it cut 
through the fifth net, and had turned off toward 
the left of the vertical of the target. It. appar- 
onty dived beneath or to the left side of tne sixth 
net, and brought up between the last net and 
the upper end of the dock. A stream of bubbles 
rising to the surface revealed its location at the 
bottom of the dook. 

It had peepee 4 sprung a leak atone of the 
joints, and was slowly filling with water. One 
ot the projectiles already lay at the bottom of 
the dock as a result of the experiment on last 
Friday. 

An examination of the nets after yesterday's 
first shot showed the following result: 

First net perforated five feet below the surf- 


ace of the water and one ard a half feet to right 1 


of centre. Secondjnet perforated four and a half 
feet below the surface and two feet to ht 
of centre. Third net perforated fourteen and a 
half feet below the surface and eix feet to right 
of centre, Fourth net perforated twelve and a 
half feet below the surface and one foot to right 
of centre. Fifth net perforated two and a half 
feet below the surface and nine inches to left of 
centre. 

The figures,for the deviations to right of centre 
for the first three nets show that, even in the 
firat part of its course, the shell did not goon & 
direct line, but traveled in abroad curve toward 
the right, abruptly departing from the curve at 
the fourth net and flying off on a different tan- 
gent. 

The afternoon trial was productive of little 
result, because the projectile, which had been 
used before with a twenty-five-pound charge of 
powder, sprung a bad leak while traveling the 
first hundred feet, and barely got beyond the 
second net, where it sank and sent up & stream 
of bubbles. Tha firat net was found to be per- 
forated nine feet below, the surface of the water 
and two and one-half feet to left of centre. 
There was no perforation in the second net, and 
the shell apparently plunged below it. 

There will be two more trials to-morrow, and 
then the experiments will be suspended, it may 
be for two months, because the Chicago, the 
Atlanta, and others of the white cruisers will 
occupy the dry dock in succession. The expert.

HOW THEY SORAMBLE FOR MODERA- 
TION SOCIETY BOUQUETS. 


Paradise Park is a fine name given to a poor 
place. Tho little triangular patch of open 
pavement, with a band stand in it, whioh is the 
heart of the old Five Pointsis not much bigger 
than a load of hay, butit is an air hole, after 


all, between the blocks of tenements which sur- 
round the place even in Its present regenerated 
condition, and to the scores of women and hun- 
dreds of babies who go there to breathe it is a 
good enough paradise to justify the humorous 
name given to it by the Hon. “Jimmie” Oliver. 

Paradise Park has ten or fifteen benches in it, 
and yesterday afternoon these were filled with 
a fine assortment of * police feed.” The sun was 
hot and most of the men were asleep, while each 
woman, with feminine caution, kept one eye 
open while she sn with the other. Tho 
women with babies were in thé minority, for 
the — element held the floor. 

About 3 o'clock a truck drovo into the little 
open space on which were three or four men, 
two barrels, and some boxes, and stopped wear 
the band stand. Instantly, asif they came out 
of the ground, the park was filled with yelling 
children ranging in age from two to oight 
years. They swarmed from every alley, they 
shot out of every tenement entry, they ap- 
peared to drop from the sky. 

They screeched in every spoken dialect of 
fouthern Europe, as well as if English, and all 
they said was “ Hi-yi-yi!”” but the confusion of 
tongues was as apparent asa the laying of the 
cornerstone of thé Tower of Babel. The men 
carried the barrels and boxes upon the platform 
of the band stand with great difficulty, The 
ehildren rushed about them and crawled upon 
them. At last the men and the barrels were on 
the platform and the objldren leaped about the 
circular structure, while their yells could be 
heard in Broadway. 

The tramps didn’t like it. The noise woke 
them up. It brought watchersto every window 
that opens upon the park. Everybody but the 
tramps wore a broad grin to see the children 
struggle forthe flowers, which were toesed out 
of the barrels and boxes and distributed among 
the little ones, who laughed and shonted and 
fought to fet in front places and grab the flowers 
as they fell from the platform. There were bi 
branches of dogwood blossoms like splashes o 
white foam, bunches of lilacs, sprigs of wild 
honeysuckle, and handfuls of lilies, carnations, 
and other simple flowers. 

For fifteen minutes Superintendent Sylvanus 
Lyon of the Moderation Society, Mrs. Lyon 
Grand Army of the Republio Chaplain Hoyt of 
Yonkers, and several others ministered in the 
distribution of flowers. They all came from Mr. 
Lyon’s own garden at Short Hills, N. J. 

Similar distributions will be made the coming 
weeks if the society receives flowers sent for 
the purpose.

TAXATION AND WORKERS 
CONCLUSIONS DRAWN FROM 4 
STUDY OF THE SUBJECT. 


PROTECTION HAS REACHED ITS LOGICAL 
END AND DESTRUCTION IN THE 
MW’KINLEY ACT—A NEW SYSTEM OF 
NATIONAL TAXATION NEEDED. 


XKLIL 

I may now give & summary of the proposi- 
tions that have been submitted in this series of 
treatises on taxatio& and workers. My experi- 
ence covers fifty yoars of observation as boy 
and man Since I first became connected with the 
textile manufactures of this country. During 
thirty years since the publication of my first 
pamphlet upon “Cheap Cotton by Free Labor,” 
in 1861, I have given close study to all our in- 
dustrial conditions. 

In that pamphiet and in two subsequent 

‘ treatises upon the cotton fibre in 1863 I made 
a forecast of the future of this plant, which was 
then deemed as visionary as my forecast of the 
future fiscal policy of this country may now be 
regarded. I presented all the facts on which 
the conversion of the seed intoloil, oil-cake fer- 
tilizers, and paper stock would be saccom- 
plished, showed the value of the stalk 
whenever success is attained in separating 
the fibre, and the possible value of 
the root for tanning or dyeing. I have been 
lately informed that the roets are now sold, and 
itis not improbable that my subsequent predic- 
tion will be fulfilled, that the fibre of the cotton 
plant will become a secondary product not 
equal in value to the other portions of the 
plant. 

Iam now profoundly convinced that the sys- 
tem technically known as protection has 
reached its logical conclusion and destruction 
fin the MeKiniley act, and that through a recon- 
struction of parties for the true consideration 
of financial questions a system of national taxa- 
tion will presently be adopted which will givo 
just and equal protection to every branch of in- 
dustry by exempting every crude or partly 
manufactured article from national taxation and 
by reducing duties on all other articles to a 
revenue basis, due regard being given to exist- 
ing conditions in framing measures which will 
bring about this result within a short term of 
years. 

if a beginning should now be made by the ex- 
emption of materials used in domestic industry 
from all taxation, with an adjustment of duties 
even at somewhat higher rates on finished 
products which are ready for consumption, 
there would presently be little opposition to 


abating such duties by 10 per cent. each year 
until they should either be wholly removed or 
Eanoee to a moderate and permanent revenue 
vasis. 3 

My reasons for these oonclusions are as fol- 
lows: ihold it to beimpossible for any person 
to come to any other conclusion who investi- 
gates the problem on the method by which I was 
snyself convinced that the system of protection, 
in which |[had been brought up, was wrong. 
That method is to review the sequence of 
events since Hamilton framed a low-rev- 
enue tariff and advocated it upon the 
ground that it would give incidental pro- 
tection to certain specific branches of in- 
flustry which he then thought it might be desir- 
able to promote more rapidly in this way, be- 
cause the processes were either guarded in 
other countries by penal enactments for their 
protection or were supported by bounties for 
the distinct purpose of keeping special control 
over them. 

I think any impartial observer or student who 
will take Hamilton’s list of manufactures 
which were well established a century since, and, 
keeping that listin mind, will paas in review 
the present conditions of all our varied and 
diversified occupation, will reach certain con- 
clusions which are as follows: 

First—Ail arts in whose behalf tariff protection 
is now invoked of any considerableimportance, 
were well established before the enactment 
of the first tariff of 1789, with the exception of 
the cotton manufacture, which has been de- 
veloped subsequently, notably by the invention 
of the American cotton gin. To this single im- 
portant branch may be added some minor arts 
also due to subsequent inventions of which, 
perhaps, more have originated inthis country 
tban elsewhere. 

second—The specific branches of industry in 
whose behalf the supportof a tariff has been 
invoked have been few in number even among 
the specific manufactures of the country. They 
consist mainly of the primary processes in 
the production of iron and steel, of textile 
manufactures, glass and pottery, and some of 
- = giaeaaaa prodacts in what are known as chem- 
icals. 

Jhird—These protected industries constitute 
a@ very small part even of what are classed as 
manufactures, and, except when protected 
not only by duties upon imports, but by patents 
like the Bessemer or wy the control of ore and 
coal mines in connection with the railways lead- 
ing to them, they have produced neither higher 
wages nor greater profits than the more numer- 
ous and important branches of manufactures 
and metal working to which no tariff protection 
could ever have been given, because no product 
pf like kind could be imported. 

Fourth—The specially-protected branches of 
industry have been subjected to greater fluctua- 
tion than any others, have become bankrupt 
more frequently, are more uncertain in giving 
continuous employment than any others, while 
the labor is iess American and more foreign, in 
many instances more systematically imported 
than is the case in any other kind of work. 

Fisih—tt has been conclusively proved by “he 
experience of the Southern States that no spe- 
cial protection is required even in the begin- 
ning of the work of wining iron ore, its con- 
version in the furnace or the iron works, or in 
the establishment of textile factories. It is also 
proved by our Southern experience that as soon 
as the interference of laws controliing the con- 
dition of laborers and the direction of their 
work had been done away with by the abolition 
of slavery, a very wide diversity of ocoupations 
established iteelf, which is rapidly bringing 
about the same general divisions in the occupa- 
tion of the people that has also accompanied 
the settlement of every new Territory and Btate 
in the West. 

Siath—Nothing more need be said about the 
supremacy of this country in the production of 
at least 95 per cent. of the products of agrioult- 
ure that we reguire and which we produce at 
tne highest rates of wages and the lowest cost. 

Seventh—Our supremacy in the matter of the 
supply of timber, except by comparison with 
Canada, is admitted. 

Eiyhih—No otber iron producing country can 
approach us in thefacility with which the mate- 

ais for the production of iron may be as- 
sembied at the furnace, nor in the quantities of 
ore and fuel lying upon or near the surface of 
the ground and in close proximity to each other, 
to the end that by the measure of day's work no 
other country can compete with us in the pro- 
duction of iron. 

Ainth—The processes known as the manu- 
facturing and mechanic arts consist in the final 
conversion of the crude materials which are de- 
rived from the field, the forest, and the mines 
into food, shelter, and clothing, all intermediate 
processes being means to these ends. 

denth—The necessary supply of food is at- 
tained even in this country by the — body 
of the people, perhaps 90 per cent. of the whole 
number, only at the cost of 40 to 50 per cent. of 
the proceeds of their work. In Europe a much 
greater proportion of income is devoted to se- 
euring asupply of food which on the Conti- 
nent isdeficient in nutritive power. The most 
important primary elements in the production 
of food are phosphoric acid or = <7 of lime 
and nitrogen. In respect to the first element, 
without which our grain and cotton crops might 
ere long be lessened, the recent discoveries 
of phosphates in Fiorida, added to those of 
South Carolina, give positive assurance of an 
adequate supply for centuries to come, by far 
exceeding any other known supplies. In re- 
spect to uitrogen, we in 6 COW pea 
vine the renovator of the whole area of South- 
ern land that has been scathed by the slave sye- 
tem of labor. its benefits, as yet almost un- 
known, may yet be extended over the North and 
West. In the alfaifa, in clover, and many other 
renovating plants we also possess advantages 
over almost every other section of the earth's 
gurface yet occupied. What may yet be deyel- 
oped in South Amerion waits for the establish- 
ment of safe government and sound finan 

Being ‘thus assured of a supply of fo ma- 
terial in such excess that We are now “ smoth- 
ered in our own grease,” it may be remarked 
that there is nota process in the mechanism of 
conversion or in making of the appliances of the 
household which is not of necéssity conducted 
in this country, or of which a eimilar product 
could in any considerable measure be imported 
from a foreign country. On the contrary, near- 
ly every _ of machinery and almost every 
houeehold appliance for the conversion of food 
is, relatively to other countries, increased in its 
cost by the imposition of taxes upon the com- 
ponent materiais. 

No article of any considerable importance is 
imported for the construction and equipment 
of the grist and flour mill, for the making of 

ture] implements, for the meat-packing 
establishment, for the sugar refinery, for the 
vrowery, for the bakery, for the furnishing of 
the domestic kitchen with cooking utensils, 
for the creamery or the cheese factory, 
for the incubator, or for the domestic 
hen yard of which the product in annual 
value is equal to the products of ali our 
iron furnaces, double the value of the wool clip, 
and more than double the true value of the si 
ver product. In short, in this food departmen 
hich is the most costly element in the price 
life, we supply ourselves with at least do 
the product at half the cost as compared to 
every European country from which those who 
do the work derive the highest wages because 
the process of production is conducted at the 
More th 40 of the ple of this 
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cause of the po- labor of Europe 
and the consequent hig st of production. 
While agriculture cannot be proteeted by duties 
upon imports, its progress and perity may 
be greatly marred by the obsttuction to exports 
which of necessity follows the obstruction of 
duties upon the en ght of the godds with which 
our exports aré paid for. 

Bleventh—The shelter of the pédple of this 
country comes nextin its relative importance; 
with it may be treated the mechanism of. dis- 
tribution rail, a lak canal, by 
means of which food, fibres, timber, motal, and 
fabrios are placed where they are needed. 

It is impossible to Jive 8 oom lete méasure of 
the mantifacturé of howses, either in terms of 
money or ternis of work. It may, however, be 
readily proved that the manufacture of build- 
ings or the means of shelter for peo le, pro- 
cesses, and goods gives employment to a larger 
number of workihei than imployed in all 
branches of domestic industry 0 ch any fr: 
preciable part could be impo th a for- 
eign country. This proof may 4 given 
by an ppesexese estimate of 6 cost 
of providing house room for the annual 
increase in our population. If we compute tiis 
increase at 21g per cent., the increment in 1893 
will number 1,600, if we assign an average 
of one house or its oa lent to Oa amily of 





five persons, ata cost of, bay, r éach 
hotige or apartment, then the ont ih money 
of the manufacture of houées for the increase of 
pagginton only will come to $162,000,000 in 


The elements of 4 house are timber, stone, 
brick, gloss, and metal, all of which are o 
necessity of domestic production in the class of 
houses with which we aredealing. The average 
earnings of the men who are occupied in th 
production of theses elements of shelter do no 
exceed $500 per year. Deduct 10 per cont. for 
the nigeet services of contractors and bosses, 
and wé have, in rotind numbers, 340,000 men 
ocoupied in all the arte that are required to 
manufacture houses, eyen for the increase of 

opulation at only $600 per family of five. This 

san art that cannot be protected ahh 4 
upon the import of dwelling houses, but whie 
is taxed at ov —_ by duties upon the tim- 
ber, metal, an t ass, which constitute the com- 
ponent materials of chief value, . 

Bach one must compute for himself the ex- 
tent of the building trades by this computation 
of the least important branch considered in re- 
lation to quantity of material and labor con- 
sumed. Shelter in all ite pases for men, proc- 
esses, and goods cannot give occupation to less 
than 4,000,000 to 2,500,000 persons, or about 
10 per cent. of all who are occupied for gain, 
none of whom can be protected by disorimina- 
tion in framing reyeuuée measures except by the 
exemption from all taxes of the materials which 
they use. 

The relative importance of the mechanism of 
distribution comes next. We now operate 170,- 
000 miles of railway at substantially five 
men toa mile or more, making 850,000. We 
have constructed an average of 8,000 miles of 
railway per year since 1880. As nearly as it 
oan be estimated it takes about sixty men to 
build and equip & mile of railway in all branches 
of the work. ‘This inakes 480,000 to be added 
to the operating force, making 1,320,000 men 
in this one branch of the service. 

It has been already remarked that the traffic 
of the Bault St. Marie Canal now exceeds the 
trattic of the Suez Uanal, from which every one 
may get some idea of the mechanism of our 
waterways. Add to these the constructors o 
wagons and carriages, and it seems at leas 
probable that under the head of the mechanism 
of distribution we are, in fact, dealing with a 
body of men numbering at least 3,000,000, who 
can only be protected a, discrimination in 
framing revenue measures by exempting all the 
materials which they use from taxation. 

Twet/th—The third of the important elements 
in the cost of livingis clothing. It is almost 
useless to attempt to compute numbers or the 
measure of value of this brapch of oocupation, 
because itis so muoh divided and so large a 
part isdongin the household. The complete 
census data are not yet at our disposal. No 
reasonable conception can be reached as to 
what part of the fabrics or the clothing of the 
people could or would be imported until the com- 
ponent materials of the fabric and the machin- 
ery of the factory are exempt from taxation. At 
$25 per head the eee fy of textile fabrics by 
65,000,000 people would come to $1,625,000,- 
000, which estimate may be warranted by ex- 
tending the valuation of domestic textiles and 
imports so as to correspond to the average cost 
of conversion into clothing. This branch of in- 
dustry is more affected by fashion and fancy 
than any other, and the consumption of cloth- 
ing is more governed by these factors than the 
provision either for food or shelter. 

Sultice it that whatever may be the present 
nevessity or expediency of continuing to raise a 
large revenue from duties on the finer textile 
fabrics—silke, embroideries, fine linens, laces, 
furs, ribbons, &c., of which the greate® portion 
of the imports consiste—the true protection of 
the manufacture of the more useful and staple 
goods of wool and cotton must consist in the 
exemption of their materials from taxation. 

Thirteenth—It may be held that by giving con- 
sideration to the method of promoting domes- 
tic industry aud protecting American labor by 
exemption from taxation either on materials or 
on the processes of the work, @ simple and 
etlective system may be adopted under which 
all the taxes that the people pay will be re- 
ceived by the Government. When that Is ac- 
complished, the correlative of national taxation 
reduced to terms of work will be that of 4 to 5 

er cent, of the labor of the people. It has 
een somgeser in a previous treatise at that 
rate doubled in consequence of the bad meth- 
ods in which the national taxes are now levied. 

Fourleenth—It may be remarked that the 
views presented are inconsistent. It has been 
stated thatin the judgment of the writer the 
protective system has not in the long run raised 
wages or increased protits, but rather the re- 
verso. How then, it may be asked, can the cost 
of taxation for the support of Government and 
pensions, estimated at $326,000,000, be doubled? 
If this sum, which as received and expended, 
represents the work of over 500,009 men for 
one year at $2 a day, or of a larger number at a 
lesser rate, and if the cost has been doubled by 
the misdirection of taxation, what has become 
of the proceeds of the work of the second body 
of 500,000 or more men, the proceeds of whose 
work the Government has nut received? If it 
has gone neither into profits nor wages, what 
has become of it! . 

My reply is, Nothing. It has all been wasted. 

The attempt to attain free trade by develop- 
ing a few special branches of industry by means 
of duties on corresponding imports at the cost 
of all other branches has failed; the longer it 
has been pursued the less has it accomplished 
ite purpose. It has only subjccted a few arts to 
aD artificial stimulus, making more work nheces- 
sary to attain the same product that might have 
been attained by exchange in greater abun- 
dance. ithas nowhere been held that the pro- 
tection of a high tariff does not make more 
work, but the object of science and invention Is 
to eave work, and not to make it. 

he direct objections to this system are three- 
fold: First—It makes more work, but it dimin- 
ishes the general product, from the sale or ex- 
change of which all profits and wages are alike 
derived. Secoud—It accustoms a great many 
people to depend upon the artificial support of 
the Government instead of their own faculties, 
thus tending to disorder and ye in legis- 
lation and in the civil service. Third—It estav- 
lishes a disparity in the ooet of the crude ma- 
terials which enter into all the prooesses of our 
industry as compared to other manufacturing 
countries with which we compete, 80 that what- 
ever may be the range of prices inany year, 
until the tariff becomes inoperative they are 
higher in this country; therefore foreign manu- 
facturers are protected to the injury of ourown. 

In conclusion, however, the final and para- 
mount objection to the obstruction to the im- 
port of the means of payment with which for- 
eign nations liquidate their purchase of the 
excess of our products of agriculture is that its 
evileffect upon the price of all our crops is 
something that cannot be computed, and which 
will only be capable of estimation when these 
obstructions are removed. ‘ 


In this series of short treatises I have endeay- 
ored to give the conclusions derived froma 
study of our conditions, in the hope that they 
may be conduvive to a just settlement of prob- 
lems which &re vital to our future prosperits. 
I have given what appear to be the facts, and I 
trust that in the future ns in the past my com- 
putations will be accepted by the representa- 
tives of both sides in this question, whatever 
ee may be attributed to my own opinions. 

vemned it of great importance to the intelli- 
geyt discussion of this question that even those 
w are opposed to a high tariff on general 
principles should not be persuaded into making 
exceptions and into continuing the present sys- 
tem in part with the idea that it may be profit- 
able and suitable for atimetodoso. For instance, 
it is assumed by some of the representatives of 
some of the Southern States in Which iron ore 
and. coal exist in great abundance that the con- 
tinuance fora time of the duties on ore and 
coal may enable them to establish the produv- 
tion of iron more surely. That is,in my judg- 
ment, an error. Under such an inducement 
iron works will be established by those who are 
not masters of the business, and the domestic 
competition which will ensue will be more fatal 
to stability and success than any foreign com- 
petition can gon f be. 

I have said that the benefit, if any, that has 
béen gained by the iron and steel producers dur- 
ing the last twenty years in excess of tho ordi- 
nary gains in other business has been due to the 
control of the patents and to the contro! of the 
deposits of ore and oval in combination with 
important railway systems and not to the duties 
on imports. ' 

Again, I believe {t to be @ very grave error to 
impute any excess in wealth or welfare in the 
Eastern States as compared to the Western and 
Southern to the a of a high tariff. It 
would be impossible to give the statistical data 
that might be sited in support of my own views. 
Suffice it that I have followed the economic bis- 
tory of the textile manufactures of the New- 
England States for s very long period. [am very 
well assu in my own mind that New-England 
would be richer, its ople more prosperous, 
evonm ite textile manufactories developed on a 
sounder foundation, if there had never been 
any artificial stimuiue given to them beyond a 
system of duties computed for revenue only, on
